Issue of Bonds. 


A BATCH WORTH $120,000. 


The Local Stock Exchange Not 
Notified of the Step. 


MEMBERS ARE UP IN ARMS. 


They Threaten Measures for a Vigor- 
ous Investigation. 


WHERE THE BONDS WERE SOLD. 


The Chicago City railway company is in for 
a disciplinmg. The members of the Chicago 
Stock Exchange wil! be extremely wroth when 
they hear of the facts that the City railway 
company once more has been quietly sliding 
out some of its 44g per cent bonds, and has 
again neglected to inform the Stock Exchange 
of the additional issue. At least $120,000 of 
these bonds bas been so issued, and it is prob- 
able that more than that has been put out. 
This lot of $120,000 was issued in the early 

of December, and most of the members 
of the Stock Exchange will first know of it 
when they read this article. 

This inatter of having official inform ation 
coneerning increased issues of securities that 
are listed upon the Exchange is one of the 
cardinal principles of Stock Exchange eti- 
quette. The Chicago Stock Exchange has been 
always quick to resent the surreptitious issue 
of securities, and this issue by the City rail- 
way company will prove doubly annoying, be- 
cause it follows a surreptitious issue made a 
year or two ago which caused a great row. 
At that time the City railway company put 
out $500,000 new bonds without any notice to 
the Stock Exchange. A good many members 
of the Exchange had been trying to support 
the market, and were constantly astonished at 
the exhaustless supply of bonds. When they 
found that they had been making a market for 
additional bonds that the City railway com- 
pany was quietly putting out and had unwit- 
tingly got a load of $500,000 of them on their 
shoulders, they were extremely angry. Their 
anger at that time took the form of a sharp 
notification to the company that it had laid 
itself lidble to have its securities thrown from 
the stock list. The company quickly apolo- 
gized, and after duly humbling itself through 
a letter from President Holmes, and earnestly 
promising never to do so again, the securities 
were allowed to remain on the list. 

Promises Thrown to the Wind. 

Those proinises have now been violated and 
another big. block of the bonds has been 
worked off on the market, with hardly a 
single member of the Exchange suspecting 
anything about it.

Wonderful Discovery of Fabulous Wealth 


Near Peterborough, Ont, 


Prrsnporovau, Ont., Jan. 16.—[Special.|— | 
Rumors long eurrent in this vicinity of a fab- | 


ulous cave in which pure silver studded the 
walls and floor in inexhaustible quantities 
have proved that seeming fiction is in realty 
coldest truth, Some years ago two half- 
breeds were arrested for counterfeiting, and 
on oon viction were sentenced to long terms at 
Kingston. The counterfeits, on examination, 
proved to be of the purest silver. One of the 
men died in prison and the other escaped. 
The escaped convict—one Meyers—was shot 
on the Canadian border in the Northwest, but 
before his death told his physician—Dr. 
Young—the location of the cave. 

A year later, while on a visit to his brother 
here, Dr. Young related to him the facts in 
the case, and he in turn handed the informa- 
tion over to A. P. Pousett, Q. C., his employ- 
er. As a result 460 acres of farm land near 
Peterborough were purchased, a company 
formed, and; mining operations were begun. 
The Munday following Christmas a miner ran 
against the veia, a cleft in the side of a rocky 
hill. Forcing his way through the débris the 
miner stumbled into a narrow passage, and 


magnificent cave, 
He retraced his footsteps; and, calling the 


fuller investigation instituted. It was then 
that the rare beauty of the cave was displayed 
in all its rugged grandeur. The sides were 
formed of marble, the ceiling and floor of 
pure silver. About fifty feet from the entrance 
was a subterranean lake, extending as far as 
the eye could reach. A dugout was found 
upon a shelf of rock and launched. At a dis- 
tance of 300 feet they found another 
platform leading into a second chamber. 
The roof was about twenty feet high and 
studded with stalactites.

WHY HOTZ LEAVES THE BOARD. 


Late Developments in That Body Induced 
the Trustee to Resign. 


The Drainage Board during the last year or 
so has not been quite so harmonious as a nest 
of turtle doves. One of the results of this in- 
harmony is the résignation of Commissioner 
Hotz, which was tendered by him yesterday 
to the board. A feporter for Tun Taisune 
called on the resigning Commissioner last 
evening and was given his reasons for the 
action. 


“T have tendered my resignation today,“ 
said Mr. Hotz, as a member of the Drainage 
Board. In doing this Ithink I am justified, 
as explained in my letter of resiguation. 

Have you any objection to stating the rea- 
sous for your resigaation?”’ 

„None whatever. Mr. Cooley was the engi- 
neer of the.oid board, and I was one of the 
principal movers for bis discharge—for rca- 
sons already kuown to the public—and offered 
the resolution under which he was discharged. 
At the last election the people of the district 
saw fit to elect him as a member of the board, 
which, under the existing circumstances, 
placed me in an awkward position, to say the 
least. The election of Mr. Cooley was urged

TWO LIVES LOST IN A FIRE. 


Van Tassel’s Grain Warehouse and Other 
_’ Bafldings Destroyed. 

New Ton, Jau. 16.—(Special.]—Five 
hours of a daylight fire today completely de- 
stroyed Van Tassel’s grain warehouse and 
some other buildings at Eleventh street and 
Thirteenth avenue, caused the loss of two lives, 
and came near causitig the loss of others. It 
was just one year and two days since the same 
warehouse had burned. The rebuilding of it 
had not been entirely completed and work- 


men were still engaged in placing the machin- | 


ery on the upper fidors. The fire began in 
the old Knickerbocker Ice company’s stables. 
The northern walls of the warehouse touched 
the southern wall of the stable. The heat 
made the warehouse wall smoke, it turned the 
iron shutters red-hot, and they tired the wuod- 
en sashes behind them, aud instantly the 
woodwork catching the blaze the warehouse 
was on fire on thtee sides at once. There 
were fifteen men at work in the warehouse 
without the slightest suspicion of danger, The 
first warning they had was the eruption 
of a great cloud of smoke and a flash 
of flames. Some who were on the lower 
floors dashed down: the stairs and got out. 
Two men who had been at work on the 
fourth floor were shut off from every avenue 
of escape inside. The street was 100 feet 
below them. fire was growing behind 
them and there was no — way to escape 
except by a guy wire close at hand. One of 
thetwo men climbed outon the guy rope, 
worked his way along the wires to the cross- 
arms on the pole, and was helped 
down by firemen. But the other man did 
not follow. him to safety. He turned 
and disa . That was the last seen 
of him. fire blazed up and enveloped the 
whele building. This man’s name was Henry 
Koppe. The man who was rescued was John 
Stettle. Both were employes of Philip Gill 
& Co., contractors. Heary Kunzier, a carpen- 
ter of Williamsburg, was one of the men at 
work on the third floor. While Stettle was 
ope. himself by the wires Kunzler was seen 
atat 1 window. As the flames swept 
up Kunzler fell back into them as if overcome 
by the heat and smoke. He was not seen 
again.

The fact was 
brought out that Mr. Arnola’s two boilers are 
minus the fusible plugs ordered by ordinance. 
The first witness was ex-Ald. James S. Dun- 
ham, the veseel-owner. The Captain has, ac- 
cording to his testimony, had a great deal of 
experience with fusible plugs and has operat- 
ed with them ever since the government forced 
marine interests to use them in the early ’60’s. 
Then he was possibly the biggest kicker. Ex- 
perience taught him different. Then, with 
one-third the tugs in use, his company had on 
ap average an explosion once a year. It was 
eight years until last fall since they had one, 
This the Captain attributed to the use of the 
fusible plugs. The witness claimed there is 
no limit to the benefit of fusible plugs and 
pop safety valves. They both overcome the 
carelessness of man and should be worth their 
weight in gold. They could be put on a boiler 
in half a day. 
Light on Cregier’s Administration. 
Ex-Boiler Inspector Patrick H. Tierney, 
whose name had been called twenty times 
during the last three days, was discovered in 
the room and was put on thestand. Before 
his evidence was completed he had furnished 
a charming 3 of municipal politics 
Yregier’s guiding His 
testimony was decidedly sensational. 

“T have been boiler inspector of the city of 
Chicago for ten years, said the witness, and 

was inspector in 1890. I did not personally 

examine Mr. Springer’s boilers, in fact I had 

nothing whatever to do with the West Side in- 

spection.

There is a row of rivets on the sheet eight 
inches below the rupture, but that was pro- 
tected by the bricking. Otherwise, that being 
30 per cent weaker than any other part of the 
shell, would have given, as do not 
believe there were more than eight or ten 
inches of water in the boiler went it burst. 
Another indication of the almost total lack of 
water was the stripping down of the sheet, and 
the fact that the flues were intact in the front 
head. If that boiler had been full of water 
and the full eighty pounds of steam on, why 
it would have gone through wall and every- 
thing else. As it was it just stripped down 
and opened. 
“In regard to the lifting of water. If it 
had lifted and remained up the crown sheet 
over the fire would have heated and burst in- 
stead of the rupture taking place higher up.

The stock was 
crystallized right at the line of rupture, and 
where a piece was cut out it looked like fired 
material. I am certain in my mind that there 
were not more than eight or ten inches of 
water there.”

A Big Gathering of Natives of the Granite | 


State Sing and Talk of the Place Where 
They First Saw the Light—President 
Ela’s Address—The Men of the Past and 
of Today Discussed—What the Other 
Speakers Said—Few Absentees and Con- 
sequently Few Letters of Regret. | 

Sons of New Hampshire banqueted at the 
Palmer House last evening. It was the third 
annual event of its kind, and from early can- 
dle light to last suburban train time the sons 
and daughters of the Granite State did honor 
to the place of their nativity. 

First came the reception from 6 to 8 o’clock 
in the Palmer House parlors. Formality 
abided notin the gathering of New Hamp- 
shire’s sons, Every one met every one and 
every one was giad of it. 

When the assembly was seated in the ordi- 
nary, where the banquet tables had been ar- 
ranged, only a few vacant chairs were noticed, 
and the number ot letters of regret to be read 
were consequently small. Mayor Washburne, 
Frank G. Noyés, H. A. Tuttle, and M. V. B. 
Edgerly were forced to send regrets; 80, too, 
did the two Senators from New Hampshire,

In 
August of every year evéry veteran who is alive 
from every regiment in the State goes to Wiers 
on the beautiful Winne ukee and they camp 
there for a week and teli each other over and 
over again how New Hampshire put down the 
rebellion unaided and alone. 

And New Hampshire is still doing the old du si- 
ness, at the old stand, of manufacturing big men; 
and she still continues to take care of her home 
market before shipping her surplus of this prod- 
uct to the West. 0 bel to this surplus. We 
were the unpromising. tough fellows whom the 
State could spare and who could stand the vicis- 
situdes of the shipment.

In our schoolboy days it meant the new States, 
as they were then called, which had been carved 
out of the territory northwest ef the Ohio River, 
for the temporary government of which provis- 
ion was m in the Ordinance of 1787. Bat so 
extensive has been the growth of the country dur- 
ing the last three or four decades that the term, 
when applied to this section of the United States, 
has become almost a misnomer. The Mississippi 
Valley is now the central part of the republic. 
To find the West one mast go hundreds of miles 
beyond the Mississipni to those new and distant 
States which lie between the Rocky Mountains 
and Pacific, 

Society in the West has always been vory large- 
ly composed of citizens from the older States, 
From whatever part of the country they came 
they had been accustomed to the restraints of 
law and trained to the observance of those rules 
of social order which lie at the foundation of 
every well-regulated State. It is to the har. 
monious action of these representatives from the 
older States and their descendants that the pros- 
perity of the West is to be primarily attributed. 

In many concerns of chief importance, and par- 
ticularly in the matter of public instruction, the 
impulse came from the settlers from New Eu- 

land. it is the just boast of the people of New 
land that they made early and ample provis- 
ion for education, and the settlers who came 
from New England brought with them the pro- 
found conviction that the establishment of an 
efficient system of general education is abso- 
lutely essential to the prosperity of a self- 
governed commbnwealth. They brought with 
them also the simple manners and _ frugal 
habits and that inborn reverence for law and 
order which are, asa rule, characteristic of the 
New England people. In many parts of the West 
these people came in large numbers and they 
have contributed vastly more of the prosperity of 
these Western States than in proportion to their 
numerical strength. 

Among them were many natives of New Hamp- 
shire. From the earliest settlement of the coun- 
try they have been found scattered everywhere 
engaged in the various professions, in active busi- 
ness pursuits, and all the callings, the higher as 
well as the humbler, which aid in supplying the 
wants and promoting the comforts of man. The 
West has no better citizens. 


New Hampshire iu Statesmanship. 


2 E. Adams responded to the toast, 
“New Hampshire in Statesmanship, speak- 
ing briefly as follows: 

Since I have had some experience in public life 
I know that statesmanship is now the solid com- 
thon-sense of a large number of the individuals in 
acomnmnity. New Hampshire has been great in 
all kinds of statesmanship. Probably no two 
persons in the history of the United States have 

roduced so 19 pene an impression as Daniel 
Webster and Horace Greeley. The two ideas 
which have had the most profound effect on the 

overnment are the town-meeting idea and the 
idea of national unity. As Cable said at the Union 
League the town-meeting idea of a government 
by the people and for the people emanated from 
New Hampshire. 

Judge Jonas Hutchinson was introduced by 
the Chairman to respond to the sentiment of 
New Hampshire’s Judiciary.” In the course 
of his address he said: 

From the days of Jeremiah Smith down to the 
present time the people of New Hampshire have 
nothing to be more proud of than their judiciary. 
In 1816 when this place where we are now was a 
wilderness the ju y of New Hamspire was an 
established fact. From thattime it has handed 
down some of the grandest names and the most 

uitable decisions that ever graced the judiciar 

pe State. Levy Woodbury, botha lawyer an 
stateaman, twice Senator, once Secretary of the 
Navy, and a jurist of the highest order,

After afew years I be- 
gan to buy real estate; although I then had no 
idea that such progress was in store for Chi- 
cago. 

In 1861 I went tothe first meeting that 
was called in Chicago in thie interests of the 
war.

We 
brought together all the old pistols, muskets, 
and swords we could: scrape up and sent to 
Milwaukee to borrow) more. I had no active 
part in the war, but aided whenever my infiu- 
ence amounted to anything, my healtb not 
perinitting me to go un the field.

Mr. Lunt has from the first been identified 
with the Garrett Biblical Institute in further- 
ing its best interests, and for years has been 
an official member of the Hoard of Trustees. 
He has been connected with the Northwestern 
University since its foyndation, both as 
trustee and financial backer. One of his most 
important gifts was the founding of the Or- 
rington Lunt library fund, the money coming 
from a gift of 157 ‘acres of land in North 
Evanston, fifty-four of which are still unsold 
and will constitute an endowment.

One Thousand of Them Meet at Battery D 
and Protest Against What ‘They Call the 
Northwestern Conspiracy to Defeat the 
Locked-Out Switchmen—Strong Speeches 
Made by Representatives of Railway 
Men's Organizations Addresses by Rog- 
ers, Debbs, Sweenie, and Howard. 

One thousand men, representing the various 
organizations of railroad employés in Chica- 
go, gathered at Battery D last n to hear a 
discussi on of the Chicago and Northwestern 
Conspiracy,” as the action of the Brother- 
hood of Trainmen in aiding the Northwest- 
ern in its lockout of switchmen last May is 
called. Invitations had been sent to Grand 
Master T. E. Wilkenson, First Vice-Grand 
Master P. H. Morrissy, and Grand Secretary 
and Treasurer William A. Sheehan of the 
Brotherhood of Trainmen to be present and 
present their side of the question, but none of 
the three was on hand. 

Preparations had been made for a larger 
gathering than materialized, and those who 
were there looked insignificant in so large a 
hall. But what they lacked in numbers was 
fully made up in enthusiasm, especially when 
one of the speakers said some unpleasant 
things about the grand officers of the Brother- 
hood of Trainmen, and there was plenty of 
opportunity for enthusiasm on. that score. 
The entire proceeding was an almost contin- 
ual arraignment of the officers of the brother- 
hood for their action in entering into the ar- 
rangement with the Chicago and Northwestern 
railway to perform the work of the 405 switch- 
men who were summarily discharged at 5 
o’clock one mornmg. 0

After waiting awhile for an answer the 
speaker resumed his discourse and proceeded 
to givé his former superior officefs a wordy 
lam basting, which was received with frequent 
applause. 

It was the policy of the officers. which, if 
carried out, would put an end to all strikes 
that I objected to, he continued, “* because 
it was sounding the death-knell to honest la- 
bor organizations. It means the undermin- 
ing of our societies. If these plans were, car- 
ried out it would put an end to all strikes, be- 
cause if it is right for trainmen to take the 
place of switchmen it would be right for the 
switchmen to take the piace of trainmen. I 
once said in this hall non-unionist 
was the most despicable thing on the face of 
the earth. But now I have changed iny views. 
I believe that by the side of a labor conspira- 
tor a non-unionist becomes by contrast a per- 
fect gentleman.”’ 

When the Chairman introduced Eugene B. 
Debbs, Grand Secretary and Treasurer of the 
Brotherhood of Firemen, he was cordially re- 
ceived.

Tun census investigation of statistics of 
farms, hémes, and real-estate mortgages is 
stated to be progressing rapidly. The figures 
have now been compiled for Alabama, Ill- 
nois, Iowa, Kansas, and Tennessee. The fol- 
lowing are the aggregates for these five States: 
Number of mortgages recorded during the 
decade ending two years ago, 1,974,000; 
amount of ditto, $2,000,602,077; number in 
force at the beginning of 1890, 923,467 ; amount 
of ditto, $906,669,526; number of acres incum- 
bered in the ten years, 137,398,141; number of 
lots in ditto, 1,550,857. The percentage of the 
debt recorded in the decade in force at the 
close ranged from 40.34 in Tennessee to 48.76 
in Kansas, and amount per capita of mort- 
wages in force two years ago, $26 in Alabama, 
$100 in Illinois, $104 in Iowa, $170 in Kansas, 
and $23 in Tennessee. 

The latest of the statements issued is the 
one for Tennessee. The position at the close 
of 1889 was: Real-estate mortgage debt, $40,- 
421,896, of which $23,996,252, or 59.37 per cent, 
was on lots, leaving but a little over 40 per 
cent of it due on farms. The per capita debt 
of the State is $22.87. Davidsun, Hamilton, 
Knox, and Shelby Counties owe 67.19 per eent 
of the debt in force in the State, and 88.24 per 
cent of that is against lots. The average life 
of a mortgage in Tennessee is 2.813 years, that 
on acres being 2.926 years and on lots 2.735 
years. The proportion of partial payments of 
the original amounts of mortgages in force 
was 17.81 per cent, bemg 23.81 per cent on 
acres and 12.19 per cent on lots. 


An evening paper says that an Aldermanic 
demand has been made for $75,000 as the con- 
sideration for the passage of an ordinance giv- 
ing a new street“ railroad company the right 
of way from some point in the Town of Jef- 
ferson tothe corner of Canal and Monroe 
streets. -When it was stated the other day 
that $10,000 had been asked for an ordinance, 
the boodle to be divided among fifty men, 
this paper pointed out that the smallness of 
the sum was evidence of the incorrectness of 
the statement. But the demand for $75,000 is 
credible. Thatis a reasonable sum, worthy 
of the high standing of Chicago Aldermen. 

It is alleged that the company has been 
notified that if it does not come to terms the 


franchise for which it asxs will be given to the 


West Side company. One of the persons inter- 
ested in the first-named concern is anxious to 
get the franchise and yet unwilling to go into 
the bribéry business. It is said that he would 
rather that his concern should make an offer 
to the city of $50,000 for the right of way, and 
see whether the Aldermen would venture to 
reject it. 

This is an excellent idea and it ought to be 
tested. It would be interesting to watch the 
Aldermen and see what they would do were 
such ah offer made. Were they to refuse that 
much cold cash, at a time when the city needs 
money 80 badly, it would be impossible for 
them to explain the matter to their constitu- 
ents. Were they to reject the offer and grant 
the franchwe to another company, which 
offered to pay nothing to the city, the prece- 
dents would justify the courts in setting aside 
the ordinance. The new company ought to 
inake ite offer at once and put the Alderinen 
on the gridiron. 


DISTRIBUTION OF CHARITY IN CHICAGO. 

During the last week a well-known and 
kind-hearted Chicagoan has been investigat- 
ing the administrative methods of some of the 
loeal charitable organizations, and has not 
hesitated to express his disapproval of them: 
He finds fault, especially in the case of the 
Relief and Aid Society, with what seems to 
him the very large expenditure for salaries. 
He thinks that applicants for assistance are 
not treated with that common courtesy to 
which all are entitied, and that in many meri- 
torious cases relief, if given at all, is given 
too slowly. In the case of some other char- 
ities exception is taken to the enormous com- 
mission of 40 per cent on subscriptions allowed 
collectors, and it is asserted that fashionable 
and wealthy women have adopted the solicit- 
or’s trade because of its excessive profits. 

It is the tendency of charitable organiza- 
tions, as of all others, to become the victims 
of routine. They get into ruts and hang on 
to old methods long after better ones have 
been devised. Therefore an occasionai stir- 
ring up of these societies does no harm but 
rather good. The criticism, even though 
partially unjust, acts as a wholesome stimu- 
lus. ‘Theré is not one of these organizations 
which is so perfect that it cannot find some 
valuable suggestions in the multifarious hints 
of outsiders. 

There is one most important fact, however, 
which those who condemn the methods of the 
Relief and Aid Society seem to be ignorant of or 
ignore, and that is thatan alarming proportion 
of the applications for help is fraudulent, and 
that the impostors plead their cases with rather 
more pathos and earnestness than those 
who ate actually suffering. These frauds 
are trained in their business and are able to 
deceive the very elect. It takes thorough in- 
vestigation to prove the falsity of the pitiful 
pleadings of these skilled beggars. It is be- 
cause there are so many cases of this kind 
that so much money is expended in salaries— 
that is, in making inquiries. A society which 
spent everything in relicf and nothing in in- 
vestigation would be au encourager of pauper- 
ism and a curse to the community. It is the 
custom of bankers and merchants to investi- 
gate before giving credit. Those who are in- 
clined to be charitable ought to do likewise. 

As for the charge of discourteous treatment 
of applicants it must be remembered that : 
person who has heard a thousand storigs of 
distress is not as much affected as the man 
who has heard but one. He become

appear to have the cordial codperdtion 
of the Relief and Aid Society, and died out. 
There is no reason why it should not be 
resuscitated anddo much good. One great 
difficulty in the way, however, is the unwiil- 
ingness of many Charities even to seem to sur- 
render a shade ot their independence. They 
would rather be cheated than supervised. 

At present a large percentage of the money 
given for charitable purposes in this city goes 
to the wrong persons. It is diverted from the 
deserving to the undeserving. If methods 
could be so altered as to Keep out the impost- 
ors there would be about enough for the real 
sufferers. ‘The generosity of this community 
is great, but far too indiscriminate. There is 
room for a modification of existing systems, 
and if the present agitation results in secur- 
ing it it will have worked for good. 


THE CAUSE OF. EXCESSIVE VERDICTS. 

Last week the Appellate Court affirmed with 
reluctance a verdict of $15,000 damuges recov- 
ered from the city by a woman who had 
brought suit on account of personal damages 
she had sustained. Judge Moran said in his 
decision ; : 

There is a noticeable tendency to large verdicts 
in injury cases in this country within the last 
three or four years which should be checked and 
judgments kept within moderate limits. Large 
damages in such cases are the result of the sym- 
pathy which Ju and jurors, in common with 
the majority of men, feel for the pain and suffer- 
ing of the victims. The limit of compensation for 
any actual pecuniary loss~such as loss of time, 
deprivation of ability to earn a livelihood, and 
necessary expenses incurred—is exceeded 
in a vain attempt to measure pain and suffering 
and balaned it by a reward in money. Here the 
field of absolute conjecture is entered, and, with 
no rule to guide the judgment, the verdict is 
reached by pure and frequently by most generous 
guessing, 

It is true that juries, like-the rest of man- 
kind, are more sympathetic than they used to 
be. The sight of acrippled woman and the 
eloquence of a pathetic lawyer can do a great 
deal more for a plaintiff than they could 
formerly. It may be that verdicts cought to 
be larger than they were fifty years ago, for 
the value of money has decreased since then. 
The chief reason, however, why big damages 
are given in suits against corporations is that 
the jurors believe they are amply able to pay 
them. 

If the city is a defendant, the ordinary 
juror, who is often not a taxpayer. sees no reason 
why itshould not pay a round eum. He 
knows that the revenues of the municipality 
are large. He knows that whatever it may 
pay will not come out of his pocket. He be- 
lieves that the municipality can afford to 
stand a heavy verdict. So with othercorpora- 
tions. If one woman is run over by a milk 
wagon ana another by a street-car, and the in- 
juries inflicted and the degree of carelessness 
of those who inflicted them are equal, the 
milkman will be called on to pay light dam- 
ages and the street-car compeny heavy ones, 
simply because one has much money and the 
other has little. Here at least the rich and the 
poor man are not equal before the law. The 
latter has much ‘the best of it. 

So long as juries are of the opinion that the 
measure of damages should be the ability · of 
the defendant to pay them, it is not likely 
that they will abandon their practice of giving 
excessive verdicts against public and priyate 
corporations. Judge Moran’s proposition is 
that the Juages should interfere. 7 


I think the judgment is too large, and that the 
excessive verdicts must find resistance some- 
where. The trial Judges should exercise their 
powers to cut them down within reasonable lim- 
its. It is their province to deal with such ques- 
tions, and they can do so with more intelligence 
than a reviewing court. 


Judge Moran assumes that the trial J udges 
can control their sympathies better than the 
jurors. They ought to be able to do so, for 
they have listened to many of these damage 
cases and they are not much affected by the 
tears of lawyers, for they are familiar with the 
tricks of thetfade, But while they have the 
power to trim down verdicts it is an unpleas- 
ant and unenviable one to exercise, especially 
if it fel] to the lot of only a few Judges to use 
it. The cry might be raised that they were 
“the friends of corporations.’”’ But in the 
case of suits against the city that accusation 
could not be madé, and the taxpayers would 
be on the side of those Judges who had shown 
a disposition to lessen their burdens. It is to 
be hoped that no more such $15,000 verdicts 
will be allowed to go beyond the trial courts. 
They should be cut down to reasonable dimen- 
sions there. ,

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THEY ARE NO GOOD. 

The Coroner’s jury examining into the cir- 
cumstances of the recent fatal boiler explo- 
sion in this city has elicited an important ad- 
mission from a man who may be presumed to 
know whereof he affirms. The foreman re- 
marked to the Inspector: But your notifica- 
tions are no good,“ and the Inspector replied: 
That's a fact.“ This confession harmonizes 
with the facts brought out otherwise. A 
boiler is examined and the owner notified that 
something must be done before a certificate 
can be granted. There the matter rests. In 
many cases the notice is not attended to at 
all, and in others the needed work is not per- 
formed until the lives of those near it have 
been jeopardized for days and perhaps 
weeks in succession. Some people may even 
be unkind enough to suspect that more than 
one persou served with a notice thinks he is 
safe from trouble provided he gives to the 
brother of the Inspector the job of attending 
to the matter when he gets ready. Perhaps 
this is a mistaken idea, but if it be entertained 
the consequences are about as bad as if it were 
correct. 

According to the fire-insurance men the 
Building Department of the city is 
equally a failure. They say it is no 
unusual thing for a man to take out 
a permit to erect a two-story brick 
building within the fire limits and then put up 
a two story frame structure on the same lot 
without let or hindrance. They hint at other 
ways in which the building ordinance is sys- 
tematically ignored, say that efforts to call at- 
tention to wrong-doing are unnoticed by the 
department, and that éven protests of the Fire 
Marshal do not meet with proper attention. 

Thus it appears that neither of these depart- 
ments is any good. Both are inefficient to a 
painful extent. They are drawmg money for 
services which do not benefit, and it is open to

Are not the revelations made in these two 
departments sufficient reason for a vigorous 
application of the official broom? Do they 
not furnish sufficient proof thaf the officérs fail 
grossly in the performance of their duties, 
misapprehend their relations to the public, 
and draw pay which they do not earn? Why 
should the people keep on paying tages for 
the support of officials who let their duties 
severely alone, and for inspectors who do not 
inspect? Would not the public be better off 
without both, irrespeetive of the salary -ques- 
tion, as individual citizens would lock out 
n. ore sharply for their own rights when they 
knew that no official was engaged to protect 
their interests? Is it not about time to tell 
these inspectors of buildings and boilerd that 
their “work” is demonstrated to be of no 
value whatever? If a negative answer be re- 
turned to these questions, jt wust at least be 
adinitted that the events of the recent past 
justify their being called on to show cause why 
they should be allowed to keep on drawing 
money from the public for “ work” -that 
appears to be worthless. 


IN MEMORIAM. 

The recent death of Miss Josephine Flor- 
ence Medill, youngest daughter of Mr. Joseph 
Medill, editor of Taz CMA Tarsus, has 
brought sorrow to a large circle of friend# and 
acquaintances in Chicago and eisewhere, both 
at home and abroad. Miss Medill went to 
London last August to escape an annual vis- 
itation of hay-fever, as she found exemption 
in that chmate. She intended returning iu 
January. After a short stay in that city and 
a tour in the south of France she visited 
Paris with her sister, Mrs. McCormick, where 
she contracted” the prevalent ailment which 
has proved so fatal onthe continent, She was 
doing well apparently when a relapse occurred, 
superinducing congestion of the lungs, which 
suddenly proved fatal. She died the 9th 
inst. Solemn funeral services were held at 
the Episcopal church in the Avenue de l'Alma 
on the 12th, Mr. MeCormick and his sons, the 
officials of the American Legation, and many 
Americans being present to pay their last re- 
spects to her memory, The 20th inst. the re- 
mains will be brought home to their final rest- 
ing place. 

The circumstances surrounding the death of 
Mise Medill were peculiarly sad, as with one 
exception, her sister, Mrs. McCormick, those 
nearest to her were so far away and so widely 
separated that communication with them . was 
difficult, and they necessarily were deprived of 
the privilege of tendering those offices of 
affection which would have been some consola- 
tion to those left behind. To die among com- 
parative strangers, however sympathetic they 
may be, is always a bitter consummation, 
and in this case there was an added sadness 
since death came te one so young and 
one whose life was #0 full of promise. She 
had everything which made life worth living. 
She had intellectual abilities of a high order, 
dignity of character, a hopeful, buoyant tem- 
perament, large capacities for enjoyment, and 
a taste for all natural and healthful 
tions. Her loyalty to her friends and the 
sweetness and amiability of her disposition 
particularly endeared her to many who will 
mourn ber premature death and long miss 
her hopeful and sunny presence. 
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HOW TO COPE view CHICAGO LITIGA- 


At the annual meeting of the Law Institute 
its President called attention ty the law's 
delays in the Cook County courts. He 
stated that cases commenced in September, 
1890, had not been placed on a trial caleadar 
yet, and that some begun in August, 1889, had 
not been reached for trial. This state of af- 
fairs cannot be pleasmg to plaintiffs or to 
lawyers who prefer to have their cases tried, 
so that they can get their fees. 

Two remedies were suggested by the Presi- 
dent. One of them was the abandonment 
of the— 


Beaten track in practice and pleading marked 
out for us by Lord Coke and put in form by Joseph 
Chitty under conditions altogether unlike the 
present. Our lawyers, educated under the com- 
moa-law system, sdy they do not like the system 
that abolishes the different forms of actions, the 


distinctions between chancery and common-law” 


practice, and requires men to state in a plain, di- 
rect way what they want, and will give them what 
the proof shows ghem entitled to, Why don’t 
they like it? Because they have not tried it; be- 
cause a lawyer is constitutionally opposed to 
change. “Let us insist on a trial of this system for 
which so much is said, It caunot be worse than 
the present. 


The difficulty attending the adoption of a 


code, or the serious modification of the pres- . 


ent practice, is that the Legislature would not 
listen to it. The evils complained of here are 
unknown outside of this county, and the coun- 
try lawyers, quite satisfied with present meth- 
ods, will oppose a change. Little alterations 
will be made in the future as in the past, but 
there will be no radical work. 

The second suggestion is a more practical 
one. It is that the Judges work two hours 
more perday. At present they put in about 
five hours. The time thus gained by the fif- 
teen Judges would be thirty hours a day, and 
would be equivalent to an addition of six new 
Judges, without its costing the county a 
cent. No notice seems to have been taken 


of this suggestion by the Judges, and yet | 


it would seem as if they ought to look on if 
with favor, because it will give them an op- 
portunity to clear their dockets and catch up 
with their work, the behindhbandedness of 
which must distress them. This proposed 
change needs no action by the Legislature. 
If the Judges wish to meet at 9 a. m. instead 
of 10, to adjourn at 5 instead of 4:30, and 
have a noon intermission of an hour instead 
of an hour and a half no one can hinder them. 

The President of the Law Institute said 
that it had been intimated that the way of 
catching up with the business was to add to 
the number of Judges. He threw cold water 
on that, saying that the people would not feel 
inclined to pay the salaries of any more. 
They would not, nor is it likely that the crea- 
tion of another batch of Judgeships would 
make any marked difference in the dockets. 
The experience of the past is that shortly 
after additional Judges are at work they are 
as crowded as ever. 

There was one suggestion which the Presi- 
dent did not make, perhaps because it would 
not suit the ideas of lawyers. That is that 
litigation be discouraged by making it more 
expensive. At present the fees are so small 
that any man finds it within his means to be- 
gin a suit, no matter how unmeritorious, or 
to fight one; no matter how just. If the 
beaten party in a case were saddled with 
heavy expenses litigants who know that they 
ought not to go into court would be less ready 
to appear there. If lawiug cost nothing at 4 
there would be far more suits than now. II 
it were made more costly than now the num- 
ber of suits would diminish wonderfully. 

The pressure of business in the Cook County 
courts also would be reduced decidedly if the 
law were to provide that suits, where the 
awount involved was less than two or three 
hundred dollars, should not- be considered

After long delays, threatened

and desperate afforts to keep the old hulk 
upon the Lake-Front as long as it would hold 
together, the death blow has been struck at 
the Exposition Building. Nothing can save it 
now for it has fallen into the hands of the Art 


Institute Philistines, who will proceed to rend 


it asunder and tear it down with fiendish ex- 
ultation and erect upon its site the majestic 
building which ip destined to be the future 
art museum of Chicago. They have secured 
the ownership of it for the small sum of 
$2,100 and can realize a profit on the in- 
vostment even if they have to sell it for 
fitewood. These figures do not inelude the 
engines, boilers, and steampipes previously 
sold to a junk firm. It will take the boilers 
out Monday next und a week from that 
time the building will come down and become 
a thing of the past. Then the jumkmen ex- 
pect to find a bonanza of old metal under the 
fivorings, as it has been the custom whenever 
the old plumbiug has been taken out, which 
has been the case frequently, to leave it under 
the building, so that by this time there must 
bé a small iron, lead, and copper mine there. 

No one, unless it may be Messrs. Pearce 
and Reynolds, will mourn for the old building, 
for in its last days it has become shabby in ite 
appearance, offensive to the smell, and dis- 
reputable to the eye, and has been sprawling 
over an important area which long ago should 
have been occupied by its betters. The senti- 
mentalists may grieve for it some, for it has 
been the scene of almost innumerable popular 
gatherings and entertainments during ite 
nineteen years of life. Is was built in the 
panic year 1878, It has been the home of a 
long series of fairs, little preeursers of the 
great Worid's Fair of 1898. After ite first ex- 
position, science swung its great 120 foot pen- 
dujum there to convince any doubting soul of 
the rotation of the earth, the Reverend Jasper’s 
dictum that “the sun do move to the con- 
trary notwithstanding. Grand opera and May 
festivals have filled it with harmony. Troops 
have bivouacked in its vast interior. The 
Thomas Orchestra year after year made it 
resonant with its strainson summer nights. 
Horse shows, cattle shows, dog shows, and 
cat'shows have entertained crowds. Flower 
shows and citrus fairs have delighted the peo- 
ple. Air-ships have floated high up in its 
rafters. The teachers of America have delib- 
erated within its walls. Knights Templar 
have gone through their evolutions there. 
Famous orators have held great crowds en- 
tranced. Grant, Cleveland, Garfield, and 
Weaver were nominated there for the Presi- 
deney. Campaign meetings have been held 
there. For nearly twenty years it has been 
the scene of popular entertainment, and now 
the sentimentalists may well grieve that all 
that remains is $2,100 worth of kindling-wood 
and a few hundred dollars’ worth of old junk. 

There is no cause, however, for lasting sor- 
row. The shabby old hulk now will give 
place toa majestic and enduring art palace, 


which will be utilizedsas a convention hall. 


during the progress of the World’s Fair and 
miter that will be devoted to the legitimate 
purposes of art. Within ite stately walla will 
be collected a permanent representation of the 
world’s highest achievements in painting, 
statuary, ornamental and decorative work, 
and schools will be opened for teaching the de- 
tails of the art.

WIDENING THE STUDIES IN THE PUBLIC 
SCHOOLS, 

The Board of Education has made sewing 
one of the studies for the girls who attend the 
Chicago public schools. A beginning was 
made by giving lessons Saturdays, but it is 
stated that the number of girls who applied 
for instruction was so great that it was 
deemed inadvisable to give it separate from 
the regular school work. : 

The three R’s” have come to play an in- 
significant part in the modern schoolroom. 
The child gives up one little slice of his time 
to music, another to drawing. and so on, until 
ne has but a few minutes left to devote to 


getting what used to be considered the rudi- 


ments of education. Thegiris will henceforth 
devote a little less attention to the old-fash- 
ioned branches, for they will have to look 
One of the in- 
spectors is of the opinion that the board 
should go a step further and teach cooking. 


I don't see why we should not teach cooking in 
the schools for the same reason. It is the woman 
that makes the home, and the home is the very 
foundation of society. There are thousands of 
men who would spend less time in Saloons and 
spend less money in such places if their homes 
were what they ought te be, their meals well 
cooked, and their shirts and other garments kept 
in repair by a woman who kuows how to sew. 

This sounds somewhat like a return to the 
old-fashioned idea about women, which was 
that home was their place, that they ought to 
know how to cook and bake and sew, and that 
the less education they had the better, because 
it unfitted them for their sphere. Admitting, 
however, that the knowledge of all these and 
many other things is useful, yet the question 
¢ whether the community is not trying to do 
too much when it attempts to give instruction 
in so many subjects and whether there is not 


_cause for fear that no one who goes to the 


schools will learn anything thoroughly, but 


will come out with a superficial and generally 


useless acquaintance with a score of things, 


Therefore if the Board of Education wishes 


to teach sewing because a number of girls 
want to learn it, and if, as is stated, they are 
willing to go to schools Saturdays for that 
purpose, then start separate sewing schools 
just as distinct from the ordinary ones as the 
night schools are. If the board wishes to

DR. LYMAN ABBOTT’S LECTURES. 

The lectures of Dr. Lyman Abbott coatinue 
to attract great attention not only m Boston, 
where they are being delivered, but through- 
out the orthodox religious world in this coun- 
try. The high pulpit station of the speaker, 
as Mr. Beecher’s successor, and his conspicu- 
ous reputation as a reasoner and thinker lend 
importance to all he utters and commend his 
sentiments to earnest consideration. The sub 
stance of his first lecture has appeared in Tug 
Tamron already. It is unnecessary, there- 
fore, to repeat it in detail. It will be remem- 
bered that he rejoiced in the uneasiness now 


existing in the religious world, comparing the 


struggle between the new faith and old creeds 


to the fermenting wine making ready for the. 


new bottles. This in his opinion was the out- 
come of spiritual evolution, or the growth of 
the individual toward a higher future, evolu- 
tiou being defined to mean continuous pro- 
gressive change by means of certain resideat 
forces. 

In his second lecture Dr. Abbott took up 
the Bible, applying the doctrine of evolution 
to it also, yet expressing his belief im its in- 
spiration and revelation, with this qualifica- 
tion, that inspiration is in aceord with the 
laws of continuous and progressive change. 
A sketch of the lecture contains the following 
abstract of its essential points: 

The dogme of the infallibility of the Bible, he 
stated, sprang from the necessity of an infailibie 
guide after the Reformation bad undermined the 
belief in an infallible church. This belief he char- 
acterized as puritanic and provinciel and at best 
fragmentary. Proofs were adduced of the talli- 
bility of the scriptures, and much irony was 
wrought into this portion of his address, The 
survival of the ministerial benediction was cited 
as a phase of superstition, unworthy of the nine- 
teenth century. parallels were shown 
between law and gospel, and sham was emphat- 
ically declared to be more dangerous than skep- 
ticism. Yet as between inspiration and genius 
the speaker declared himself unable to dis 
tinguish. Tere is a difference between the 
play oft Hamlet and the book of Job, but it is im- 
possible to define it. The speaker traced the evo- 
lution of man’s religious thought fromthe dark 
ages through to the time when the book of Genesis 
embodied existent tradition with God worked 
into it. Later, redemption was wrought in, and 
the old sacrificial symbols of worship were em- 
bodied in the idea of divine love vicariously suffer- 
ing for humanity, The word of God was revealed 
in man, not to man. Christ drew aside the veil 
that prophets had partially drawn, and God was 
manifest in the flesh. Dr. Abbott decried the 
prominence of the ten commandments in the 
churches, regarding them as rudimentary aids to- 
ward morality, containing merely the germ of the 
social order. The new commandment given by 
Christ should supersede them, 


The third of the series of lectures was de- 
voted to.“ the church, or the development of 
the divine life in organized forms for work 
and worship“; and here he places himself 
upon bold, broad ground, cutting loose from 
Christian institutions and traditions and yet 
recognizing the principle of unity, not in a 
Pope, not in an apostolic succession, not in a 
creed, but in the historic, risen, and living 
Christ. The church is “en organic thing, with 
a unity, a life, a continuity; it is a tree, 
rooted and grounded in Christ; a body, 
Christ the head; a household, Christ the 
father; a kingdom, Christ the King. The 
unity of the church lies in the future; and we 
shall not come to it until we come to recog- 
nize loyalty to Christ—the. historie Christ, 
the risen and living Christ—as the only 
condition of union, and in that union 
absolute liberty of thought, of worship, of 
action—liberty and union.” Ia other words 
we have outgrown imperjalism and the priest- 
hood in the church and have come to demo- 
cratic conditions which involve the widest 
degree of hberty. in belief afd a church 
union which, whatever else it may be, is not 
doctrinal and is not based upon ereeds, which 
„ make the church merely a teaching institu- 
tion and Christianity merely a system of 
philosophy.” Dr. Abbott is saying boldly 
what many persons are thinking. How long 
he will continue to say them before the 
church calis him to a halt _Temrains to be seen.

It is noth- 
ing more than what its name suggests—a re- 
lief society. It does not take in the whole 
field of charity. What Chicago needs is a 
charity organization. Mr. Trusdell’s methods 
are those of a hundred years ago. He doles 
out a little money to this one and that 
one, but it is like a drop in the bucket. 

A few years ago we had a charity organ- 

ization and it did good work. It was event- 
ually united with the Kelief and Aid Society, 
but I think that was a mistake, Mr. Trusdell 
investigates a few cases and gives pecuniary 
relief for the time being, but he does not go 
to the root of the matter. He does not reach 
the masses. The concern is inadequate. No 
nope are taken to study and prevent poverty. 
Help should be given to people so 
that they may help themselves, 
Giving a needy person $5 or $10 does not al- 
ways really help him. The charity organiza- 
tion would help people to situations through a 
system of correspondence. The women do 
not purpose to give more money, but they 
want * the money so that it will do 
more good. 
The word clearing-house expresses what 
our charities need—a central station where 
records of all charity institutions, of which 
the Relief and Aid Society is simply a part, 
can be kept. For the last three 
years I have heard complaints from 
prominent men arid women in regard to the 
lack of a central managing power. The work 
Mr. Dreyer is carrying 
on should be done by a charity organization 
where all the different institutions could re- 
port and codperate, All the large cities in the 
country have such organizations. 

For instance, if Ihelp a family I report it to 
the organization and a record is made of it. If 
a church is helping a cause a record is kept and 
thus a duplication of work can be avoided. 
There is a ldtge number of wealthy people in 
Chicago who are anxious to do charitable work 
if they only had acentral point where they 
could meet, find out the needs of the people, 
and organize a system. Mr. Trusdell, doesn’t

The Relief and Aid Society does not make 
enough investigation of fraud. To be sure 
individual applicants for funds are thorough- 
ly investigated, but there is no organized ef- 
fort to expose frauds.

Creditors Threaten Heroic Measures if 
Their. Bilis Are Not Paid—The Police 
Board Votes Pensions to All the Retired 
Officers Except, Capt. Elliott—Heavy

The Board of Election Commissioners held 
a meeting yesterday, in which the old matter 
of payment of the expenses of the last election 
was again presented in a sensational way. 

Accordmmg to the statements of some of the 
board it is not improbable that the coming 
muhicipal election will be seriously embar- 
rassed by the keeping of the Australian ballot- 
booths in pawn, so to speak, as security for 
the money due the present custodians for the 
work of delivering and collecting them the 
last time they were used. 

When the cumbrous structures were adoptea 
one of the important points concerning them 
was the question of storage between elections. 
Thid. was solved when they were placed in 
nine different portions of the city in the care 
of liverymen or teamsters, who undertook 
theif*care in consideration of being given the 
work of distributing and collecting them for 
a fair renfuneration.. They were duly dis- 
tributed, collected, and stored at the time of 
the last election, but so far the custodians 
have received no money for their labor, 
though. their claims have been audited by the 
board and presented to the Controller. The 
latter refuses to issue vouchers because of the 
low stage of the money in the treasury, and 
now some of the custodians threaten to keep 
the booths as security for their dues. 

This was but a portion of the financial 
trouble brought up for action. Clerk Taylor 
represented that between $15,000 and $20,000 
of bills still remained unpaia. This was due 
in all probability, he said, to the fact that the 
last appropriation did not anticipate the extra 
drain of $33,000 or $34,000 caused by the new 
election law. Of this $18,000 was for the 
booths ana will not be an ahnud@ extra ex- 
penditure, as will be the balaneo.

POINTS ABOUT GOLD AND SILVER COINS. 


Ways in Which Various Pieces of Money 
Received Their Names.

brothers and sisters, arrived at maturity, 
should be led further and further away from 
each other, and become, in a measure, indif- 
ferent. Marriage is often a fruitful source 
ef this separation, and one which even the 
tenderest and wisest affection cannot always 
withstand.

The Servians are also 
hankering for independence and giving Aus- 
tria anxiety. Bulgaria is unwilling to make 
reparation to France for the expulsion of M.

Another symptom which distresses diploma- 
tists is the attempt which Austria is making to 
reconcile Italy and the Holy See. This move 
is due probably to the Emperor William’s 
wish to remove the existing friction between 
the two Roman powers, which is a menace to 
the triple alliance. The speech of Count Kal- 
noky proves that the young German Kaiser 
feels that, as a Protestant monarch, be can 
hardly interfere, however much he might de- 
sire to do so, between the Vatican and a Cath- 
olic power. He has therefore induced his 
Austrian ally to act as an intermediary be- 
tween the Vatican and Italy. 

By this action he thinks'to make the triple 
alliance less distasteful to the Austrian Cath- 
olics and to delight the Catholic element in 
Germany. He aleo hopes to induce the Holy 
See to use its influence on behalf of the trip le 
alliance, of which Mgr. Galimberti, the papal 
nuncio at Vienna, is a warm and respectful 
partisan, whose opinion is much sought after 
in Rome. Strenuous effort will no doubt be 
made to win over the Vatican, for the Drei- 
bund aims at getting every friend it can.

The abbey was rebuilt, the ancient build- 
ings being reproduced as nearly as possible, 


| ahd even the chapel was not forgotten. This 


monument was not without interest for tour- 
ists. The destruction of the buildings will not 
be any obstacle to the manufacture and sale 
of the liquor, as the laboratory can still be 
used and there is a large reserve stock of 


} liquors in the cellars. The museum and manu-

A committee, of which Gen. Delambre is 
President, and which was appointed by the 
Minister of War to consider the qnestion of 
supplying Paris with frozen meat im case of 
urgent necessity, has drawn up its report in 
which it is decided to attach machinery 
for the freezing of the meat to the Haughter- 
house of La Villette. Atthis place ten tons of 
meat could be frozen every day at a temnera- 
ture of 14° Fahrenheit, and the meat thus 
frozen will be preserved in a house the tem- 
perature of which is to be kept at 25° Fahren- 
beit. In order to store as much as would be 
required for a long period this latter buiiding 
will cover an area of 2,000 square meters. 


IMMEDIATELY KILLED THE PRIEST. 


Young Man's Vengeance for the Wronging 
of His Bethrothed—Mob Violence. 
[SPECIAL CABLE. ] 

Santa Anna, San Salvador, Jan. 16.—The 
scandalous conduct of a priest in the little vil- 
lage of Teacalco has resulted in two murders, 
and the people there gre so excited that more 
bloodshed may be expected. In the village 
jail are thirty prisoners awaiting trial for one 
of the crimes. The prettiest girl in the village 
was recently betrothed to Adrian Garcia, and 
pending the arrangements of their marriage 
the young man commended his fiancé to the 
care of the priest at the village church. The 
girl was wronged by the priest. 
She confessed to 
Thursday Garcia shot the priest. Immedi- 
ately afterward he surrendered himself to the 
village authorities and was locked up in the 
jail. All the religious fanatics of the town 
were aroused by the shooting of the priest. 
They refused to believe the girl’s story and de- 
landed that Garcia be turned over to them 
for summary punishment for murdermg the 
priest.

Pelican Club’s Heterogeneous Membership. 


probably possessed the most heterogeneous 
membership of any elub in the world. 
There were members whose incomes were in 
the hundreds of thousands and members who 
slept on the dub sofas at night in 
fault of any other resting plave and sponged 
on the club for victuals and drink. There 
were Dukes, and Earls, and Lords galore, and 
blackmailing journalists, music-hall singers, 
and a Strand restaurant keeper. There were 
members whuse checks for £1 ($5) were invari- 
ably dishonored and members who could write 
checks in six or seven figures that would be 
accepted without any question in any bank in 
Eugland. There were members who went to 
court and were on intimate terms at the Marl 
borough House, and members who would be 
kicked out of the kitchen of any respectable 
cabman.

Perhaps the Pelican was the only West End

Henry Rosenfeld's Extraordinary Creer. 

Henry Rosenfeld, the young American 
whose heavy play and witnings have been the 
sensation of the week at Monte Carlo, is an 
extraordinary character. His home is in Chi- 
cago, where. his brother is a weil-known busi- 
ness-man, and he isone of the heirsof Michael 
Reese, the famous ten-millionaire of San 
Francisco. Rosenfeld attained his majority 
and his fortune about four years ago. Since 
that time Chicago hes seen him three times, 
his longest visit being of. ten days’ duration, 
and on each occasion be arrived from the 
west and left to the eastward, having been 
each time around the world. He varied the 
monotony of his trip last year by buying an 

interest in the Cleary London opera company 
| that left here in July to make a tour around 
the east and west coast of South America, and 
accompanied that organization for the fun of 
the thing.

He got back to London about three months 
ago and left for Paris and Monte Carlo soon 
afterward, He is now en route for Egypt and 
Japan and théence to San Francisco, Chiacgo, 
New York. and London once more. Rosen- 
field, who is stnovth-fated, pallid, and slight, 
does not look to be 21 years of agé, but he 
is considered one of the coolest gamblers in 
Europe, either with cards or ata roulette 
table. Last year he was one of the four play- 
ers at Maunte Carlo who put down the maxi- 
mum at the same table at ever turn of the 
wheel and gave the bunk a bad scare. He left 
Monte Carlo loser by 80,000, however. 
Today he is said to be between $75,000 
and $100,000 ahead of the game. Although 
Rosenfeld speuds three of four months 
each year in London, where he keeps apart- 
mente the year around, and a month or two 
each year in Paris, be has never been inside 
Westminster Abbey or the Tower or a picture 
gallery, nor visited the Pantheon, Notre 
Dame, the palaces, of any other places of 
historie interest. It is doubtful, even, if he 
ever thought to inquire who was Premier of 
Euglend or President of France. On the 
other hand he knows where to find the best 
cooks and the rarest wines in every European, 
and a great many Oriental, capitals, and 
possesses expert knowledge concerning the 
places that are open ali night in the principal 
cities of the world.

F:emoval of the Rody. 

The body of the Duke Was removed from 
Sandringham to the parish church this even- 
ing. The Prince and Princess of Wales, 
Prince George of Wales, Princess Victoria and 
Maud of Wales, arid Princess Victoria Mary 
of Teck showed the most intense grief. The 
Princess of Wales, with her customary self- 
sacrifice, strove to conceal her own deep sor 
row in her efforts to console the others. She 
was particularly tender to and solicitous of 
Princess Vivtoria Mary, the Duke’s intended 
bride, and placed her arm about the Princess 
and, amid her own. sobs, whispered words of 
consolation to her. 

The Princess of Wales and Princess Vic- 
toria Mary are recovering somewhat from the 
shock of the Duke’s death and are becoming 
more resigned. It has been reported in some 
quarters that they are both seriously ill. This 
rumor no doubt originated from the fact that 
Dr. Laking, after the Geath of the Duke, re- 
mained at Sandringham to attend her Royal 
Highness and Princess Victoria Mary. This 
is believed, however, to have been more a 
measure of precaution than necessity, result- 
ing from the fear that trouble might ensue 
when the nerves of the Prince relaxed from 
the severe stramm that had been placed on 
them, 

Gen, Sie Dighton MacNaghten Probyn. 
Controller and Tressitet of the Prince of 
Wales’ hotisehold, this morning sent a dis- 
patch denying the reports in circulation 
which state that the two Princesses ate seri- 
ously iil, He added in his dispatch that they 
are as well as can be expected. 

Through Lines of Soldiers. 

The body of the Duke of Clarence will be 
taken from Kuigs Lyun to London on the 
Great Eastern railway. From the Liverpool 
street station in London of that railway it 
will be taken to the station of 
the Great Western railway and 
thence to Windsor. There will be a 
public and semi-military procession through 
London from one station to the other. The 
route will be kept by soldiers. Upon the ar- 
rival of the train bearing the remains the cof. 
fin will ve placed upon a gun carriage and 
will ve escorted by the Tenth Hussara, of 
whieh regiment the Duke was a Major. The 
Prince of Wales is Colonel of the Tenth Hus-

The body will be ‘yecerved at Windsor with 
military honors, and wül be guarded to the 
castle by a squadro# of cavalry. In the proces. 
sion through London the Prince of Wales, the 
Duke of Edinburgh, and the Duke of Connaught 
will follow behind the gun carnage carrying the 
body. Guards will be detailed to line the 
route and keep it clear. 

The Queen's Health Good. 

It has béen ascertained this afternoon that 
the Queen remains in good health. She 
drove out yesterday in company with Prin- 
cess Louise and the Duke ana Duchess of Con- 
naught. She porsohally dictated to the Earl 
of Lathom, the Lord Chamberlain, her orders 
in regard to the state tmodfning. Today a 
message was received at Windsor castle di 
recting that the royal apartinents be placed in 
readiness for ocoupaney by her Majesty.

The harbor presented a 
gay scene, all the shipping being dressed with 
the flags 6f various nations and hundreds of 
boats darting about hither and thither, added 
to which was the glory of the brilliaht sun- 
shine and the perfect weather. 

The Kheédive came ashore accompanied by 
Prince Hussein 
the Egyptian Minister and the Austrian Con- 
sul-General, The state barge pulled slowly 
ahead, with the royal standard of Egypt at 
half-mast on the forward flagstaff, tiil it came 
alongside lahding place, when the stand- 
ard was hoisted to the truck, the mourning 
for the Khedive being temporarily suspended, 
and military honors were paid to the reigning 
Prince, the British and Egyptian troops form- 
ing a guard of honor, with their bands playing 
the Khedival hymn, while loud cheers were 
given by the crowd of natives who had suo- 
ceed in getting close to the precincts of the 
palace, 

The Khedive touched Egyptian soil at 8:25, 
and procedded immediately to the throne-room 
in the palace, where he held an informal recep- 
tion, the people only filing past his Highness, 
who was attended by his brother and the 
members Of the ministry. The order of the 
reception was 48 follows: Ulemas, clergy, 
British ufficers, Judges of the mixéd and na- 
tive tribunals, government officials, the Con- 
suls, and the European and native notables. 

Mede a Favorable Inipression. 

The Khedive’s dignified manner created a 
very favorable impression, and everybody 
seemed to think that he was well worthy of 
his dignified office. Great animation pervad- 


ed the town and ¢rowds of people waited for 
the passage of his Highness to the station, At 
10:15 a. m. the Khedive left for 
Cairo by special train. Dense crowds 
of Europeans and natives filled the streets, 
cheering with great enthusiasm, and the 
houses were gayly decorated with flags and 
stream ers, while the balconies and ‘windows 
were filled with people and every coigne of 
vantage fully occupied. The carnage contain- 
ing the Khedive and his uncle, preceded by an 
escort of mounted police and followed by the 
Khedival bodyguard, led the way, while in the 
next carriage Prince Mamehemet with the Pre- 
mier followed, and a third carriage contained 
the aide-de-camp of the late Khedive and two 
Austrian officers sent by the Emperor Francis 
Joseph to attend pn the Khedive.

Mehemet (or 
Mahomed) Ali, in the early “forties” was 
nearly wresting the country from the control 
of Turkey, but Great Britain -intervened to 
prevent this. The firman of 1841 entailed the 
joss of all his military power, the army was 
reduced to 15,000 men, and the navy con- 
demned to rot in the harbor of Alexandria. 

In 1866 his saccessor in the fifth degree 
made an expensive agreement with the Porte, 
to wit: the tribute was raised from $1,880,000 
to $3,375,000, and for this Ismail obtained the 
title of Khedive (pronounced Khedeeve) and 
the right of succession from father to ton, In 
1872 the limitation of the Egyptian army and 
other restrictions were removed by another 
firman, confirming all the rights previously 
granted and giving the Kbedite every sub- 
stantial attribute of sovereiguty except only 
the jus lega tionis. 

American Visitors at Caira. 

The Hon. William Walter Phelps, United 
States.

UNCLE SAM FIGHTING THE SLAVE TRADE 


Revenue Cutters Ordered to Protect the 
Wretches on Maryland Oyster Boats. 
Barttmmore, Md., Jan. 16.—[ Special.] — The 
United States authorities, with the assistance 
of the Maryland Police Navy, are determined 
to put a stop to the brutality of the oyster 
boat captains and the dredging slavery on the 
Chesapeake. A tevenue cutter and one of the 
State steamers will convey United States 
officers to the dredging bars to capture cap- 
tains against whom charges have been made 
by the half-naked, starved wretches who es- 
cape from their cruelty. The cutter came 
back yesterday froma cruise with several 
captains arrested by order of the United States 
Commissioner, Six Germans, who said they 
had been shipped from an employment agency 
at No. 28 Greenwich street, New York, for 
five months, at $13 a month, on the schooner 
Gallun, Capt. Charles Leight, reached here 
last night in a destitute condition. They say 
they were kept on a schooner for three months 
off Accomack County, Va., and treated like 
slaves. They were compelled to work hard 
fifteen to sixteen hours a day with much mal- 
treatment. Hardly a day passed on which 
they were not assaulted with a handspike or 
some similar weapon. The daptain always 
had a loaded firearm, one of eu 
the men dared not remonstrate against the 
treatment received. George Lang’s eye was 
so badly injured by a blow from the — 
that he was half blinded and has been sent to 
a hospital.

ALLIGATORS AND CROCODILES. 


Some Truths About the Biggest Reptiles 
Which Grow in the United States. 


„Did you ever see an alligator catch flies? 


asked a naturalist of a Washington Star writer. 


J have watched the performance by the hour. 


The saurian lies vn a muddy bank in the sun, 


with his mouth wide open. Winged insects, 
attracted by the saliva of the beast, gather in

That is a fact, although it failed to be 
recognized as such by science for a long time.

They will eat meat in any shape, from water 


fowl to fishes: Sometimes they moor them- 
selves by their tails to the shore, with mouths 
agape, and silently absorb shoals of mullet 
and other comparatively small fry which pass 
along through the shallows. But a favorite 
way of theirs is to lie upon the surface of the 
water and quietly gobble any ducks or other 
animals that come within reach. Their heads 
are so constructed that when they are thus 
floating only their eyes and the tip end of the 
nose are above the surface. Thus they are 
alle to breathe and to see at the same time, 

without exposing theinselves to any extent. A 
snap, and all is over with the victim. 

“ Perhaps I have seemed to confuse the alli- 
gator and the crocodile. In fact, there are 
two kinds of crocodiles in the United States— 
the true crocodile and the alligator. The 
former is very rare, indeed, and it can only 
be distinguished from the latter by a differ- 
ence in the shape of the head. Alligators 
have been found in the rivers and estuaries as 
ar north as North Carolina, though not with 
In recent years. For a long time hunters 
have sought: them so persistently and have 
slain them so recklessly that they are rapidly 
becoming extinct. At present their numbers 
in Florida and on the Gulf coast are few. In 
the unexplored Everglades and other great 
swamps of these regions they still survive in 
numbers, awaiting the crack of the sports- 
man’s rifle to announce their demise, prelim- 
inary to sending, their hides and teeth to 
Northern markets. 

In times past and to this day, according to 
current tradition, alligators have been credited 
with being very ferocious; but the fact ems 
to be that they are sluggish and timid. In 
South America the natives often wade into the 
water where they are and pull them out by the 
tails. So it is said, at all events. When win- 
ter approaches they embed themselves in the 
mud of the shallows, where they hibernate and 
lie dormant until spring. They breed in April

Moss thinks it might be octagon in shape like 
the old California slugs of the days of ’51, 
These slugs were issued to facilitate the ship- 
ping of gold and were bou ht and melted by 
jewelers and dentists as gold bullion is bought 
and melted today. The government assayer 
stamped them and the State of California 
guaranteed them worth $50. Mr. Moss has 
one of these, big and yellow and heavy, They 
are rare and command from $100 to $200, ac- 
cording to condition. The Fair coin might 
be like these, and made of alloy gold and sil- 
ver or all silver, or all bronze, if a cheaper 
coin was desired. 

It has also been suggested that the United 
States authorize a series of jubilee coins, like 
the Queen did, the dollar, half dollar, quarter, 
and dime being a good series if silver is to be 
adhered to. 

Mr. Moss suggests that the face of some 
distinguished man now 1 be sub- 
stituted for one face of coin, as the 
Queen made alterations in her coins because 
they were to be used chiefly as souvenirs. 
There are no doubt two or three men in the 
United States who would permit their like. 
nesses to appear on such a coin, and the 
project now requires only the approval of Con- 
gress to be a go.“

Washburn’s Anti-Option Bill Will Cause a 
Stir in Congress. 

Wasutxaton, D. C., Jan. 15.—[Special. }— 
Senator Washbuin’s Anti-Uption bill is going 
to be a feature of legislative talk this session. 
The bill itself went to the Judiciary commit- 
tee for a report onits constitutionality. Ordi- 
narily this would be like burying it deep under 
ground, for the able lawyers of the committee 
generally take a year to make up their minds 
about any bill which the Senate is afraid to 
tackle. But some ofthe Sen&tors who think 
they can gain the favor of the farmers pro- 

se to bring the matter before the Senate the 

rst time A measure comes up relating to agri- 
culture. Paddock’s Pure Food bill may give 
them the chance. Then the members of the 
Judiciary committee will make known their 
views before the full Senate. 

Some of the Western Senators say there is 
a decided pressure for legisiation. They are 
not sure but they will have to support some- 
thing in the line pro „ Others, however, 
are very caustic at Senator Washburn’s ex- 

nse. They say that if be wants legislation 

or the benefit of the farmers he should not 
introduce bills which will give the Minneapo- 
lis millers the lion’s share of the benefits. 
They point out that the Northwestern farmers 
have complained just as bitterly of exactions 
of the millers and elevator men as they have 
vf the Chicago Board of Trade. 

A number of Souchern Senators, when their 
Constitutional scruples are settled, will sup 
port some legislation broad enough to cover 
cotton futures. They say the Southern cotton- 
growers are just as anxious for restrictive 
legislation as the Northern wheat-raisers. 


JUDGE LINDSAY BAS RESIGNED,

A couple of years ago whea the Burling- 
ton and Quincy was involved there used 
to be a (tradition in Wall steeet 
that certain. gentlemen close to that 
company’s management and equally close to 
bear campaigners in the stock market, knew 
far in advance what grievances the employés - 
would parade, what demands they would 
urge, what ground the road’s authorities 
would take in disposing of the workmen's 
claims. Some cynics used to insist even that 
the Burlington strike was not an employés’ 
strike at all, but a strike of inside speculators. 
But let us not disturb the sacred old wench of 
history who has written it down plain!y that 
the strike of the workmen was of the work- 
men’s owndoing. Still, one cognizant of the 
old Wall street talk cannot but advert 
to it now, when along comes the quiet 
suggestion that Mr. Gould expects a strike on 
his Missouri Pacific and Kansas line—most 
probably the Texas Pacific, when, so far as 
the dear public can see, not a suspicion of 
trouble is lurk anywhere. And perhaps 
Gould is wrong. could be without hurting 
his average. F am not bothering over the fact 
one way or the other; I am not purveying pre- 
diction even. Only this Tam able to say: 
Gould is worried,or (to his friends) professes 
to be worried, over prospective labor disturb- 


ances on his own and other railroads in the 


South west. 

Now, Jay Gould is, according to Wall street, 
a bear on the stock market. Prices have gone 
up against his will, against his bets, perhaps.

In default of $500 
bail was remanded to jail, but 
on the advice of two physicians, she was 
transferred to the Dodge County Insane Asy- 
lum, where she is now contined. The doctors 
who have examined her express the belief 
that the girl is insane, although it wil] remain 
for the courts to decide whether she is crim-, 
inally responsible for her actions.

DOWN THE LACHINE RAPIDS IN WINTER. 


The Perilous feat Recently Performed by 
“Big John,” a Caughnawaga Indian, 

Laeutne, Ont., Jan. 14.— [Special Corre- 
spondence. ]|—To shoot the Lachine Rapids in 
the St. Lawrence River in a flat boat is no 
trifling matter and live to tell about it after- 
wards, but to shoot these world famous rapids 
in the middle of winter with the boiling 
tempestuous waters filled with large cakes of 
ice aud driftwood, is still more hazardous. 
Yet “Big John,” the Caughnawaga Indian, 
has for the last fourteen years on every New 
Year’s day made this perilous trip. Peculiar 
as it may seem, Big John bas 
always taken some one with him on these 
trips. This year he made the same danger- 
ous shoot, but it will be his last. On the 
morning of the first of the year Big John, who 
lives down the river from hine, came up 
to the village to see if any one come up 
from Montreal to accompany him.. He 
found two young men, utter strangers to him 
and to each other. One, George Wait, was 
from Montreal, while the other, Frederick 
Goyer, came from back countrie.” 

The men walked down to Big John’s house, 
a distance of three miles, Here they launched 
their boat and the party was increased by one 

Big ohn’s son Murray. It 
an hour to work 
the ice and heavy 
water to reach the top of the rapids. As the 
boat approached them Big John stood up in 
the stern with his long paddle in his hand 
ready for the shoot. Rocks glistened on all 
sides with their i¢y coats, huge waves dashed 
high, leaped over the frail boat, and threatened 
to swamp her. Goyer was kept busy bailing 
out with Wait, while Murray obeyed the com- 
mands of his father. Boyer describes the 
passage as follows: 

From the time we struck the rapids until 
we reached the lower end of them, John 
seemed a being inspired. His eyes 
were fairly glistening and shooting fire. 
I thought they would leap from their sockets 
with the tremendous excitement. His long, 
thin paddle would sweep the air like a fl 
and be buried in the foaming water, swinging 
the boat hither dnd thither, avoiding this jut- 
ting rock and then that one. A continuous 
stream of commands in French flowed from 
his lips to his son Murray, who was nearly the 
equal of his father in dexterit ~ Now and 
then he directed mein broken English to do 
something. He was a picture that no artist 
would ever forget and that would haunt him 
until he had reproduced it on canvas. 

The trip was one of excitement and peril 
from beginning to end, the boat passing 
from one rapid to another in succession. It 
filled continually with water and kept Wait 
and Goyer busy bailmg. When they reached 
the whirlpool, the last and most dangerous 
spot, Big John 
it came near also

Foreign vs. Home Fire Companies. 

Curcaco, Jan. 14.—[Kditor ot The Tribune. 
The article m Tun Trtsune headed Business in 
Danger,” from your New York correspondent, 
would be better understood by the public at large 
if the explanation had been given why the New 
York merchants find themselves in their present. 
predicament ; that is, unable to procure insurance 
in sufficient amounts in reliable companies. Ihe 
real cause of this condition of affairs: is the fact 
that rates haye been for y 
luw by half for Well-conad com; 
panies to safely continue business tbere, and such 
good companies as decided to stay busi- 
ness there carefully reduced their liabilities. The 
inerchants are to me themselves for 
this state of thing, as the ordinary merchant will 
take companies he does not positively know are 
good at a rate below that asked by standard com- 
panies. This seems to be human nature. Furt her- 
moro, merchants will patronise the brokers 
who act as middiemen between them and the com- 
panies inst of dealing direct with the com- 
panies. You and the public will understand this 
better when it is known that tne brokers get froin 
the companies from 15 to 0 per cent commissions, 
— 8 would give the companies a chance 
or pro 

You will say at once: Why not do away with 
brokers?’ The answer is: It is impossible, be- 
cause the brokers divide commissious with the 
assured. Having said this mach as regards the 
assured or merchants, I will say further that the 
fault lies more largely with the insurance 
companies, and the word “ competition” explains 
everything in their case. This excessive competi- 
tion began in New York in the year 1867. In that 
year the foreign companies commenced the prac- 
tice of writing term risks—that is, three and five- 
year risks on dwellings and stores and public 
buildings at two-thirds and three-tifths of the an- 
nual rates for the stated time. Very soon the 
rates were reduced by them to one-third and two- 
fifths of the annual rates. They could do this 
with impunity, as they did not havé to put up 
any capital asa liability, which the American 
companies had todo. Since then the New York 
laws have been amended so that the foreign com- 
pany now puts up the amount of its deposit with 
the State authorities as a liability. which is very 
small as compared with the capital of the Amer- 
ican companies. Furthermore, the laws of each 
State having an Insurance Department demands a 
statement of all American companies within 
fifteen to thirty days after Jan. 1, no statemeut 
being required of the foreign companies (as for 
the whole company). itis true the departments 
accept a statement of the American branch of a 
foreign insurance Company—and are content with 
that. In other words, the foreign company may 
be worthiess at home but keeps right along doi 
business in the United States on a par with 
American companies, while the American com- 
pany that gets into its capital over 20 per cent is 
denied a license from the insurance departments! 
You will see, therefore, that foreign — 
has no capital to be taxed and it possesses ad- 
antages in other ways that the American com- 

does not have. I migut say _ (politically) 
that there is no protective tariff for the com- 
modity of insurance, and | mention these facts to 
explain why there are * forty-two local in- 
surance companies in New York now as against 
105 in the year 137l—only twenty years ago. 

i will further say no English company makes 
any statement at home—only to the stockholders 
—and when that is done the liability for reinsur- 
ance reserve is piaced at 3344 per cent of the pre- 
miums in force, while American companies are 
2 to put up 50 to 55 ver cent for the same 

iability. 

After the great Chicago fire we heard on all 
sides the value of foreign companies. The truth 
is, the American companies paid ten times as 
much as the foreign companies, and no one for- 
eign company paid asmuch as the tua Insur- 
ance company of Hartford. 

It is well known that the foreign companies 
have driven out nearly all the large American 
companies from the ocean marine business and 
also the lake marine, both of which have been re- 
duced to a non-paying basis, and they will in time 
ruin the business, use American com- 
panies cannot or should not mach longer asso- 
ciate with them in maintaining beards of fire un- 
derwriters or like associations, and when this oo- 
curs, as it has occurred and now is in New York, 
then the business of other cities will be in the 
same state of ruin, as regards insurance matters, 
that New York is now in. 

I have no fears for the well-managed American 
fire insurance companies; they are lar and 
numerous and in time will come together for 
mutual protection. Until that time it is the 
“survival of the flttest.“ The year 1591 has killed 
off over fifty small stock companies and about 
the same number of mutuals, but most of them 
were weak. The City of London has also left — 
and when the statements for 1891 are publish

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Gas in Water Causes Boiler Explosions. 

Cutcaeo, Jan. 12.—[Editer of The Tribune. j—I 
wish to speak in the matter of boiler explosions. 
What 1 shall say is not intended as a defense of 
Mr. Springer nor a criticism of the Inspector. In 
all the explosions occurring in this @ity lately 
there has been an attempt to justify or condema 
the party concerned ana fix the responsibility for 
the explosion on some one. As to the reason of 
these explosions, it seems to me the cause is not 
placed where it should be. A boiler with a blister 
or bulge is not necessarily dangerous. It is of al- 
most daily occurrence in this city that 
a burned spot or blister in boilers 
gives way with no other inconvenience 
than that the water and steam: from the boiler 
put out the fire and cause a shut-down for re- 
pairs, and no one outside of the premises ever 
hears of it. Safety plugs are as a matter of 
course, good to notify the person in charge that 
the water is low, as by their fusing and blowing out 
they prevent accidents. But we must accept the 
evidence of attendants that boilers explode with 
the gauges showing plenty of water, also explode 
when they have been pronounced absolutely safe, 
so far as any test in common use can prove it. 
we must look for a cause other than low 
water. or a blister or burned _ spot, 
as a burned spot only weakens that special portion 
of the boiler and it gives Way in consequence of 
the deterioration of the iron or steel at that 
spot, and this giving way as { said, often simply 
lets the steam out and relieves the boiler, Steam 
does not explode in a sense as powder or dyna- 
mite explodes, Ifa botleris unable to stand the 
strain on it exerted by the steam, it may give 
way, and its parts are simply driven asunder by 
the expansion of the steam, and this expansion will 
not and cannot have the disastrous effect of an 
explosion. It appears to m that these fearfal 
accidents are the result of explosion and not ex- 
pansion. I mean an efplosion of the contents 
of the boiler, not simply an expansion 
of the steam. The explosions partake of 
the nature of the powder that causes 3 
bomb to burst with such deadly effect. Now, as 
steam does not explode there must be something 
else in the boiler that does, and this, it appears 
to me, must be a gas. The water of the Chicago 
River is fally impregnated with gases of ali 
kinds, as Any one Lttanding on any of the bridges 
across it can readily see the gas escaping in the 
bubbling and froth of the water. Now this 
water pumped into a boiler must fill it with a 
very dangerous and explosive gas. As for other 
waters with which boilers are supplied we must 
look, I think, for carbonic d gas. All decom- 
position of limestone, lime, chaik, wood, paper, 
starch, carbonate of soda, and many other mate- 
rials acted upon by an acid produce carbonic acid 
gas. This is a heavy gas with double the specific 
gravity of air, copsequeptly under the pressure of 
the atnusphere will remain next the earth or on 
the face of the water.

How the Business by Which the Fund Was 
Accumulated Began and Rapidly In- 
creased—Establishment of the Southern 
Branch— What Happened When the Re- 
_bellion Broke Out—The Upright Parmer 
_ ~The Settlement After the War- Boon 
to the Colored Race 
In the year 1801 there was born into the 

family of Daniel Hand, a farmer-magistrate 

living in the town of Madison, Conn., @ son 
who took by baptism the Christian name of 

his father, says the New Haven co t 

of the New York Hvening Post. It was a 

tamily of rich blood, whose ancestral currents 

reached back to one of the firat patentees of 

East Hampton, Long Island,. and had since, 

during a century and a half, streamed through 

the veins of the most hardy and God-fearing 
yeomen of the shore towns of as 

Well as of tne earliest séttiers of the “New 

Connecticut” in Ohio, The son grew up in 

the usual environment of a Yankee farm com- 

munity. He drew his lettering from the 

“little red schoolhouse,” toiled on the farm, 

and absorbed into his ‘character, at its 

formative and plastic stage, the pious habi- 
tudes so universal in the theocratic epoch 
ot New England. But, unlike most Yankee 
striplings, he migrated at the age of 16 to 
the South, where an uncle who was a mer- 
chant at Augusta, Ga., received him as a clerk 
in tis store. In due time the nephew suc- 
ceeded to his uncle’s business. “firm 
prospered by the Yankee acuteness and thrift 
of its head, and fifteen years befére the out- 
break of the Civil War had so expanded its 
trade that Mr. Hand took a partner, a tried 
clark, George W. Williams, who not long after 
went to Charleston, 8. C., to found and man- 
age a branch of the Augusta house. This 
scion of the firm soon outgrew the parent stem, 
and ere long there was transferred to it the 
larger part of Mr. Hand’s mercantile capital. 

The onset of the war, disastrous to many a 

Northern enterprise, nenaced the Charleston 

house with double danger. The firm faced 

not merely the ruinous conditions of Southern 
trade but the hostility of the Confederate au- 
thorities, who were aware of the anti-slavery 
principles of its head. Mr. Hand himself, while 
at New Orleans, was arrested as an alleged 
spy and placed under parole, and a few days 
later, at Augusta, was only rescued 
from a mob by the interference. of 
personal friends: In the Charleston 
courts attempts made to uest rate his 
property were happily thwarted by the effurts 
ot Mr. Williams, whose lively sympathy with 
the Confederate cause gave 
vantage in the legal contest. Meanwhile Mr. 

Hand went to live during the four years of 

the war at Asheville, N. C., under a kind of 

nominal parole, and also to be ready, in case 
of emergency, to lend aid to his firm’s affairs 
at Charleston. But the emergency did not 

‘come, and during the trying four years Mr. 

Williams controlied the business of the house 

with an ability and alertness that increased its 

fortunes. 5 


An Instanee of Remarkable Integrity. 

After the war Mr. Hand, already an old 
man, catne North to live quietly at Guilford, 
Conn., on funds which had not been em- 
barked in his mercantile ventures. The years 
went on. There were almost no communica- 
tions with his old partner. But Mr. Hand, re- 
lying on his often-repeated belief that Will 
iams is honest,’’ always declared himself so sure 
of an honorable adjustment that he would not 
even suggest it. Eleven years ago, however, 
when the shadows of his old age were deepen- 
ing, he yielded to the advice of his legal coun 
sel, Judge Morris of this city. A lettcr soon 
brought Mr. Wilhams northward, and then 
followed an adjustment, some of the striking 
deiails of which, given to me by Judge Morris 
himself, now probably appear for the first 
time in print. 

It was disclosed at this interview with Mr. 
Williams that for years he had kept rigidly the 
accounts for the $130,000 n Mr. 
Hand’s interest in thé Charleston business at 
the outbreak of the war. Against this original 
sum Mr. Williams had set his own services for 
twenty years as manager, treating Mr. Hand 
throughout as though he were an active part- 
ner. Profits, interest, and losses had deen 
computed carefully, and figured up year after 
year to a cent; and the set of accounts at the 
time of presentation was absolutely complete, 
and was accepted by Mr. Hand without ques- 
tion. It showed that Mr. Williams owed his 
actually retired but quasi-active part- 
ner $658,000, for which the former gave 
promptly sit notes for §80,000 each 
and one for $78,000—one note bemg paya- 
ble each year until 1888. These were accepted 
by Mr, Hand without security. With interest 

ded to them, as well as with the annual in- 
terest on the whole remaining debt at 5 per 
cent, they were paid by Mr. Williams, usually 
before maturity, and the last note for $78,000 
was met one year in advance. The sturdy in- 
tegrity of the Southern creditor may be better 
appreciated from che fact that by law only a 
small fraction, at most, of the whole amount 
could have been recovered ; and the magnitude 
of the $648,000 finally paid up was equally a 
surprise to Mr. Hand and his Jawyer. It is 
significant, too, that throughout the transac- 
tion Mr. Williams added gratitude to his 
princely payments, even referring to Mr. Hand 
as his benefactor and the originator of his 
fortune. 

The after history of that great fund derived 
from Southern honesty has already been told, 
how in October, 1888, after it had grown by 
judicious investments to more than a million 
dollars ($1,000,894), it was given by Mr. Hand 
to the American Missionary Association to be 
a fund for educating the Southern negroes. 
To this great sum, the largest up to that time 
ever given to benevolence by a living Ameri- 
ean, is now added by Mr. Hand’s death some 
$300,000 immediately and $200,000 in reversion 
after the death of family legatees. 

An Impressive Story. 

Out of the whole property of Mr. Hand, esti- 
mated at $1,600,000, more than seven-eighths 
hes thus gone for the noble purpos? of educat- 
ing the Southern freedmen. But even more 
impressive, in these days of fiscal distrust, 
than the magnitude of the gift is the story 
that goes with it: The anti-slavery merchant 
returning to the South the fortune made in 
the slave States; that fortune preserved and 
increased by the ex-Confederate partner; and 
both, the Northman and the Southron, the 
Yankee Puritan and the ardent secessionist 
cherishing sacredly, through diverse political 
creeds and the wildest mutations of affairs, 
their common affectwn and their bed-rock 
honesties. Here, surely, is a true tale from 
real life more picturesque and stimulating 
than the fancies of idealized romance, 

A few words remain for the two actors in 
the story. One, now living, is a prosperous 
banker at Char n, active in good works, a 
fervent Methodist. The other, just gone to 
his reward at the age of 90 years, was tall and 
erect of stature, sinewy in frame, iptellectual 
in cast of face, dressing tly and more 
like a statesman or a preacher (for whom he 
was often mistaken) than the typical Yankee 
bred on the farm. 

The will of Mr. Hand is one of the longest 
and most ramified ever brought to a Probate 
Court in Connecticut. It fills ninety-six pages 
of closely written iegal cap, and contains no 
less than eleven codioils added since 1872, when 
the body of the will was executed. There are 
no public bequests except to the American 
Missionary Association, which, as stated, will 
receive in trust for the colored rave, directly 
or by reversiun, ,000 in addition to the 
larger sum given several years ago. Mr. Hand 
lost his wife and several children long since, 
and as remoter relatives died off the codicils 
show that the aim of educating the colored 
people at the South took wider end wider pro- 
portions in his mind until now, at last, it nas 
materialized in a total sum than the 
Slater fund or the princely gift to the Southern 
freedmen of Peabody,

A 49 ER'S STORY OF HIS TRIP TO 
THE GOLD FIELDS. 


Becalmed in the Hottest Latitude—Saved 
(rom an Attack dy Pirates by the 
Sudden Bursting of a ‘Tremendous Storm 
—An Encounter with Icebergs—Face to 
Face with Death—Sailing Befween Huge 
Mountains of Ice—First Glimpse of the 
Pacific—The Promised Land in Sight. 


„The day corresponded with our spirits 
when we spread the canvas above our good 
ship and moved out of New York harbor for 
California, remarked a fiardy *49er, as the 
Olympian glided over the waters of Puget 
Sound. The remark was called forth by ob- 
servation of the Indians, in their canoes, lying 
near the wharfs of Seattle, and contrasting 
them with those of their race living along the 
Atlantic coast. Ethnological questions having 
been discussed, the Ager was left in a tenderly 
reminiscent mood, wherein scenes of his youth 
recurred. ‘“* Yes, it was a giorious day, pre- 
saging to our hopeful minds a safe, quick, and 
pleasant passage, he continued. Great ex- 
eitement prevailed in New York City over 
news of the discovery of gold in California, 
and the wildest dreams of sudden wealth were 
indulged. We who had been ‘so fortunate 
as to secure passage in ‘The Petrel’ 
were regarded with admiration not 
unmixed with awe. For it was assumed that 
our opportunity would bring us into a princely 
estate.

No unusual event occurred 
as we entered the temperate zone. Our 
spirits rose and our imaginations were stimu- 
lated into the creation of the most pleasing 
prospect. On the wings of fancy we antici- 
pated the course of the Petrel as she swung 
around Cape Horn, swent the Pacific seas, 
glided into the Golden Gate, penetrated the 
mining regions, struck fabulous leads of gold, 
amassed a colossal fortune, returned in our 
own ship, and, upon our arrival in the East, 
established. ourselves in ease, to live subse- 
quently in luxury and splendor. 

We pimed at the slowness of the vessel’s 
movement when in such highly-wrought 
moods. Nevertheless we were making good 
time and had everythmg to encourage sens be 
people.

Southern seas until neared the 
forty-fifth degree south latitude. The 
cold was increasing. Snow would alter- 
nate occasionally with rain, reminding us 
that we were nearer the south pole than the 
equator. Ragged clouds swept overhead be- 
tween whose rents a aplash of sunshine would 
fall upon the heaving mass of water. At 10 
o'clock one day the watch aloft sung out: 
*‘Sailho!’ * Where away?’ cried the mate. 
‘Four points on our weather bow,’ was the 
response. That quarter was inspected. The 
dim outlines of a vessel were observed swiftly 
moving toward us. Abthe mate scrutinized 
it a broad beam of light fell upon its shrouds 
out of the rifted clouds and gathered a halo 
about its decks. There it rose and sank on 
the majestic swell, its trim figure clearly out, 
lined, its raking masts, its clean-cut prow, its 
graceful poise, and its steady, onward move- 
ment fascinating the eye. The captain was 
hastily summoned. He quickly examined it 
through his glass. Then the mate’s suspicions 
were reaffirmed.

it was evident that the peratical craft was 
gaining upou us. News had spread through 
the cabin and steerage of our ominous fol- 
lower, and all the passengers who were able 

come on deck. were some blanched 
cheeks among the crowd.

cease to gurgle and erash against our weather 
bow; a tranquillity so tangible that all mo- 
tion appeared to die out, but so brief in actual 
duration of time as hardly to be measurable. 
We felt the hush. It seemed to be the offlu- 
ence of the spirit of inertia, one throb of the 
pulse, the next throb projected it forward as 
au awful chasm for an incalculable instant to 
separate two tremendous cataclysms of dis- 
aster. 

„For there burst upon us such a gale of 
wind and such a torrent of water from the 
swiftly rolling clouds that had piled up over 
our heads unnoticed by us in the midst of our 
great suspense, as seemed surely fated to 
founder us. Our ship was almost thrown on 
her beam ends. The sea leaped in great bil- 
lows. We would have gone down had not the 
sailors been wroughtup to the supremest ten- 
sion by the imminent tragedy, so that, with 
almost preternatural strength and agility, they 
executed the commands of the Captam, furling 
the sails and trimming the ship for the storm. 
It all took but a moment seemingly. Clingmg 
to the rigging we shot a glance into the quar- 
ter where the pirate ship lay and where the 
boats had been rolling toward us. A long 
and rapidly increasing distance separated us 
from the ship. On the crest of a huge billow 
we saw one of the boats trembling, and then 
it plunged down into the trough. The sky 
deepened its gloom momentarily. We 
searched for the other boat. A poimted prow 
projected up through a weitering mass of 
spray which fringed a great wave. It sunk. 
The storm screamed through our shrouds. 
Our bark was hurled southward with frightful 
velocity. The billows increased with awful 
rapidity. Great cliffs of water rose above us, 
frowned darkly upon us, with ragged, flying, 
locks of foam streaming in the gale, and then 
would tumbie toward us as though to bury 
us. But our bark would sweep up the other 
side, stand poisec upon the crest of the tower- 
ing crag of water for un incalculable instant, 
then plunge with sickening precipitancy into 
the yawning chasm as if it must certamly go 
straight to the bottom. There in the trough 
deep down, with a mountain of water abaft 
and a mountain furward, it would ‘tremble, 
and then climb the perpendicular ascent, to 
cling with a deadly tremor upon the crest and 
shoot downwards again. 

Night- black, starless—came on. The 
hurricane only grew wilder, the waves leaped 
higher, the roar of the elements became more 
terrific. Only one man had been swept 
away. All the passengers, with most 
of the crew, were below. The hatches 
were firmly secured. But the boat groaned 
in every timber. and the great seas that con- 
tinuously tumbled on the deck filled_ us with 
the terror of their thunder, which tofa us that 
they might any moment pound the decks into 
splinters. The scene below in the cabin was 
indescribable. The gloom there seemed to be 
intensified by the sickly rays of the lone lan- 
tern attached to one of the beams. As it 
swung with the leaping and plunging vessel it 
threw weird shadows m every direction, which 
Bwiftly succeeded each other in restless and 
disorderly processions. These tossing and 
tumbling shadows were tit symbols of the 
wild, weird fears which jostled and tore 
through the minds of the passengers. Some 
—— Others shrieked as the ship shot 

ownward. Many prayed with vehement sup- 
plications, while all ld fast to whatever they 
could grasp; and all realized the terrible grav- 
ity of the storm. So all night the hurricane 
boomed and bellowed, All night we clung to 
our places in the cabin, waitimg in mortal ter- 
ror for the final plunge which would carry us 
into the depths. Again and again did 
we start with the awful conviction that 
we were going down for the last time. But 
those convictions were always dispelled by 
what seemed a hoarser and more thunderous 
blast which beat upon our poor ship as it rose 
to the crests. 

“It was a long night. But a gray day, 
driving with tumultuous clouds and terrible 
with a heaving ocean. broke at last. The 
storm appeared to abate. But our ship was 
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driven onward at its mercy until night swal- 
lowed up the day in its writhing and twisting 
fury of blackness. Southward into this sec- 
ond midnight of horror we were hurled. A 
piercing * of the watch Bay seer even this 
scene with a new agony. ‘ Captain sprang 
to the deck. I was among those who followed 
him. There on our starboard beam loomed in 
vast and spectral outline an enormous iceberg. 
The night was of an inky hue, but this vast 
mass of crystalline ice towermg above us into 
Alpine proportions, it med, when we were 
lowin the trough the sea, gave forth a 
faint radiance which detined it and froze 
the very blood ji our veins. At the 
first glance it seemed we were drifting on 
its j walls. The tremendous detonations 
of the SS as it hurled mountain 
ranges o rine upon its ramparts 
drowned the other frighful noises in their roll. 
ing reverberations. As we rose on a lofty crest 
of foam we were inexpressibly relieved to see 
the precipitous sides of the berg sheer down 
into the water several boat-lengths off from our 
track. Yet we knew not what hidden 8 
tions of ice m lay across our path. we 
The so calm, move- .

The question excitedalarms which allowed 
no more sleep that night. But the slatish color- 
ed day came, and withit a gradual lessening of 
thegale. We had time then to readjust our- 
setves in the cabin and ‘satisfy our hunger 
with cold victuals, The crew worked as well 
as it could to put the ship to rigbts, but the 
wind was yet so stiff that our bar drifted 
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before it. We learned, after the Captain took 
his reckoning, that we were below the Cape. 
The wind veered a couple of points to the 
southwest, which was not altogether unfavor- 
able to our course. We were borne on by 
these head winds during that day and night. 
About 10 o’elock on the following morning a 
gale having broke upon us furiously about 
dawn, we sighted a field of icebergs upon our 
larboard beam. Scareely half an hour elapsed 
before the entire horizon forward was full of 
them. The ship was not altogether unman- 
ageable, but we eould not veer it off from 
those awfui monsters of the polar seas. Rap- 
idly we approached them. ‘They seemed to pre- 
sent one unbroken front, and we were rushing 
upon their splintered and rugged coasts to 
our certain destruction. It seemed that we 
were delivered from one peril to be threatened 
with a greater. Here our case ‘was mdeed 
hopeless. For what ship could endure the 
crash with which the turious sea would hurl it 
upon such a remorseless coast. It would break 
it Into pieces, sink it, and ingulph cargo and 
passengers in the freezing waters.. The great- 
est consternation prevailed among a portion 
of those ou board. ‘Others commended them- 
selves to their maker, while some with hard 
visage looked their fate squarely in the face 
with stoical .grimness. It was just when 
every ne had giveh upall as lost that an inlet 
was discovered a point to starboard. The ship 
obeyed the helm and weswung into it. Calmer 
waters spread out here, but our momentum 
drove us on, when we saw that the inlet was 
extensive in its length. Around a curve, it 
stretched away for a league apparently, like a 
mighty river flowing between precipitous 
banks of crystalline ice. The force of the gale 
was broken dere, shielded as was 
this sweep of water by ‘the lofty 
barricades which these bergs presented. The 
vessel was manageable now, but we shuddered 
not only with the keen air, but with the 
thought that any moment her kvel might 
strike the jagged edges of sunken reaches of

ice. Then, as we moved along, we shrank 
with fear as we looked up the precipitous 
walls and saw, overhanging sometimes our 
deck, great projecting, beethng cliffs of ice. 
which the howlmg winds might any iustant 
succeed in dislodging. Coupled with these 
were the noises, cracking like musket shots, 
exploding like the roar of heavy artillery, 
crashing like the fall of immense walls, which, 
together with the boom of the tremendous bil- 
lows that beat upon the now distant coast, 
filled the air with their terrible significance, 
and excited our fancies to fear the worst. 
But soon our fears were modified by feel- 
ings of the terribly sublime, which were ex- 
cited by many of these lofty cliffs. of pearl, 
reaching sometimes toa height of 300 feet. 
Their configurations, too, challenged our 
sense of the wonderful. For not only 
were there these huge forms which 
nature makes in the granite rocks, as perpen- 
dicular walls, pyramidal piles, abysmal 
chasms, huge bowiders, serried peaks of 


mountain ranges, tumbled heaps of splintered 


blocks; but there were the artificial forms of 
human contrivances; the rounded lofty tower, 
the wide, extended dome, turrets, minarets, 
steeples, battlemented walls, and lordly pal- 
aces, and solemn cathedrals. Darkness came 
fast upon this scene. Night, awful, the heav- 
ens biack with unbroken clouds, brooded 
over this weird world whose spectral forms, 
stretching away here and looming up there, 
haunted us with suspicions that after all we 
might be moving in.some dreadful phantom 
realm. The winds sighed through our rig- 
ging, they came moaning from those vast 
ghostly cliffs, they bore to us the muffled roar 
of the ocean’s rage far away. Our biack 
canopy of cloud began to break away after 
awhile, Stars, glittermg with a cold but 
keen brillianey, shot their faint light 
through the rifts. Then the moon 
rolled its flood of silver light through 
the disrupted continents of clouds and poured 
a splendor upon projecting cliffs, upon gleam- 
ing peaks, upon translucent walls, upon rocky 
fields, upon torn valleys, giving it the strange, 
mysterious spectacle, a gorgeousness and 
grandeur indescribable. 

But I will not tire you by recounting our 
sufferings from cold, our agony of mind 
arising from the hopelessnes of our situation 
when we became embeded in the ice, Ah! 
the iridescent glories of that wonderful frozen 
world when the sun shone were of that rare 
and novel character which charms the imag- 
ination when life is uninvaded by alarms. In 
our case they all soon began to add to the ter- 
rors of our place and position. But after a 
week of confinement in the frozen depths a 
high wind rose from the southeast. Then we 
found that we were between two mighty con- 
tinents of ice. 

Wider ever grew the stretch of water be- 
tween them until our eye could detect the blue 
of the ocean touching the horizon of the north. 
One continent appeared stationary, the other 
movable, responsive to the gale which blew 
over its bleak and blasted wastes. * 

Emerging from cur icy thraldom. which we 
believed for a while would bind us to the end 
of time around the south pole, our brave ship, 
but little the worse for the cold embrace, de- 
began to cut the waves of the’ Pacific and 
bound forward. One evening, as the sun was 
sinking into a gorgeous drapery of clouds fes- 
tooned along the northwest sky, three tower- 
ing icebergs rode in the southwest alone, their 
Andean peaks im pressively outlined against 
the purple horizon; They caught the vanish- 
ing glories of the departing sun. Their base 
burned like a raging conflagration; their 
peaks ouch like fiery amber, then quickly 
changed into the most equisite hue of pink, 
while their bases upon the waves like 
enormous pedestals of ebony inlaid with 
mother-of-pearl. It was our last glimpse of 
the monsters which come with. 
and death out of the polar regions of the 
South. next mormng was glorious. We 
bad rounded Cape Horn. The gold coast was 
just ahead of us, and we felt its fever tingling 
in our blood again.”

track has, by general custom, come to be 
recognized as the southern boundary of the 
territory within which the Navajos may move, 
while the gradual settlement of the country 
ou either side has constantly circumscribed 
their range and is quietly but steadily pressmg 
them back towards the lands set apart for 
them by government reservation. This reser- 
vation covers some 12,000 square miles. The 
Navajos and their immediate neighbors 
have rahged, in time past, over 18,000 or 20,- 
000 squére miles. The Navajo tribe numbers 
18,000 persons and is said to be the largest 
singie tribe of unmixed stock in the United 
States. The parent tribe (from which this is 
claimed by tradition to be an offshoot) is stall 
oveupying the ould sod”’—or its original 
iceberg—somewhere within the Arctic Circle. 
The word Navajo is Spanish and means knife. 
The Navajos are warlike by instinct and tra- 
dition; many of those who know them best 
think it would worry the entire army of the 
United States today to whip them in a fair 
fight under equal conditions in their own 
country, They are believed to be steadily in- 
éreasing in numbers. 

The Navajes have 1,000,000 or more sheep, 
probably 250,000 goate, 40,009 or more horses. 
some cattle, and other m ial resources pe- 
culiar to a pagteral people. They excel in the 
manufacture of blankets, although their card- 
ing, spinning, weaving, and dyeing are done 
with aboriginal appliances and in a primitive 
manner. Some of their native silverwork is 
beautiful and artistic in design as well as in 
execution. The wealth of these Indians, like 
that of pastoral people elsewhere, is accumu- 
lated in the form of flocks and herds, in rich 
siiver ornaments for the adornment of their 
horses as well as of their persons, in beautiful 
native robes and sashes, supplemented by 
coral beads and other gaudy trappings pur- 
chased from the whites, etc 

They have no written language, no coins 
(except ours), no medium of exchange. Trade 
amongst them is barter pure and simple. In 
and amopg the Navajos, surrounded by them 
as islands by the sea, are found seven other 
tribes, not of the Navajo blood at all. These 
dwell in permanent towns of stone houses 
built with muchskill, regularly laid up, some 
of them four stories high. Che Navajos are 
nomadic within their range. The town- 
dwellers are not. 

While these Indians have not, like some of 
the plains tribes, a system of hieroglyphics 
or a written language by which to convey 
thought; they are not devoid of means of in- 


telligent communication from generation to 
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drinks, fumigation, massage, thorough eleans - 
ing of the body, and the like. One marked 
feature of the course is that the medicine man 
subjects htmself to the same kindof treat- 
ment, drinks the same medicine, and does in 
all respects whatever he requires of the 
tient. How would our own physicians enjoy 
that mode of practice? 

After the final sunset the building of the 
Great Circle of Nut-Pime Branches begins. 


The branches have becn previously prepared 
by the young men. A cone-shaped heap of 
dry nut-pine and spruce some forty feet in 
diameter has been built up toa height equal 
to its width on the spot selected by the ief 
Musician, under whose personal direc- 
hon the Great Circle is now con- 
structed.

Not long before the death of P. T. Barnum 
the great showman was induced to write the 
interesting articie published below. It was 
finished but a few weeks before his death and 
proved to be among the last pieces of work 
done by him. No man in the world, perhaps. 
received a more unique mail than did Mr. 
Barnum, as this article conclusively shows. 

I have been often asked by my friends 
and visitors, who have heard me point a joke 
over the frequent curious and 
letters which I have been for many 
years receiving in large volume, to give 
some printed account of them, and I yield 
now to a strong importunity to do it. These 
letters come, of course, from people who are 
entirely unknown to me, and they con- 
stitute no small part of my mail matter re- 
ceived each week. I don’t pretend that I am 
the only victim of this sort of correspondence, 
the worst part of which is begging imposition. 
Almost every one whose name is often before 
the public and is seen often in the newspapers 
gets more or less of these strange epistles. 
Jeany Lind, who was known to be prosperous 
and benevolently inclined, was sorely afflicted 
by them when she was in this country. When 
the Russian Grand Duke Alexis was here he 
also was much pestered by them; and men like 
Horace Greeley and Peter Cooper were con- 
spicuous targets fer the begging and the crank 
correspondent. 

My apology for exhibiting, in this way, a 
few samples from the strange collection of 
letters which I have received is twofold: In 
the first place, many of them are preposter- 
ly ridiculous and reveal a curious side of 
hunian nature; in the second place, a full 
exposition of what some of the letters mean 


‘and imply ought to deter their writers even 


from ever sending any more, or preveat peo- 
ple of their kind from the repetition of similar 
folly. 

One of our greatest American humorists, 
who once saw some of them at my house, 
‘considered them amazingly funny; and while 
they are certainly provocative of mirth, I am 
much more anxious, in this case, to have them 
serve asa dreadful example to be shunned— 
and to point a moral with them—than to pub- 
lish them for a humorous purpose solely. The 
begging letters take the lead in my assortment, 
and if there is any purpose in this world for 
which I have not been asked by letter to give 
something, I do not now remember what it 
18; andl am asked to give to absolute stran- 
gers for their selfish benefit. With these, those 
asking to build, rebuild, or repair and furnish 
churches far off, of whose peculiar circum- 
stances [ know nothing, are scarcely less 
selfish, I have been asked fur money 
out and out to- buy farms, houses, furni- 
ture, sewing-machines, etc., or to make pay- 
ment on the same, and for money to pay rent. 
The reason given for asking is that I am su 

to have money, and the petitioners do 
not have as much as they want. Some letters 
offer mortgages on their property in amounts 
of from $1,000 to $6,000, but make no scruple 
of asking to borrow from two to five times 
more than the property is worth. Asking for 
money to educate some stranger for the min- 
istry, to give to a young lady lessons in music, 
and to help some unknown and alleged board- 
ing school is frequent among them. It will be 
noted that a large number of the begging let- 
ters are written by women, and written, as 
they say, without the knowl of their 
husbands” (who sit by dictating very 
letters). 

Some of the. benevolent or charitable 
schemes brought to my attention for pecuniary 
help are grotesque and unparalieled. One 
writer proposed that I should round up my 
benevolent career by building an immense san- 
itarium in Palestine for the benefit of the 
Jews, who are expected to return to Jerusalem 
and be converted to Christianity some time 
before the world comes to an end. I have 
among them proposals for investments in all 
sorts of schemes gold mines, flymg machines, 
shirt factories, and more things than it is 
necessary to nme. Letters from borrowers 
asking for trom $5 to $500, and occasionally a 
few thousands; and in most of these cases I 
am offered The Lord will surely repay you“ 
as security. Some of the writers want $25 or 
$50, but are willing, if I cannot give so much, 
to take $1. One abated his claims to the ex- 
tent, of agreeing to be satisfied with a consign- 
ment of some old clothes. The boys who 
write ask, among other things, for ponies, 
bicycles, young elephants, monkeys, and free 
tickets. 

The curiosities that are proffered to me em- 
brace every conceivable human monstrosity. 
Of animals, horses, hogs, dogs, cows, and 
calves with multiplied heads and tails, or with 
from two to six legs and no tails, there ems 
to be no end in these letters. Cats df all col- 
ora and hens with four legs similarly abound. 
It was probably my early experience with the 
‘*cherry-colored cat, which induced a West- 
ern correspondent to write me some years 
since that he could furnish me with a negro 
who had the most wonderful eyes in the 
world; for he could read the finest print in 
absolute darkness, no matter what I might 

ive him to peruse, ** as well and readily as by 

aylight.” This was something I did not 
doubt, and I wrote him that if the negrocould 
„read at all by any light to send him to me; 
but that reply silenced him, as I expected it 
would: for the negro was simply blind. and a 
blind man can, of course, read as well in the 
dark as he can by daylight or any other light. 

Uccasionally a letter is marked personal 


it is not destroyed by my secretary; and a few 
are addressed directly to my wife. 

This preamble will do, perhaps, for general 
description. In giving specimens of them 
here I omit, for obvious reasons, not only the 
names of the writers, but the names of the 
towns from which they are dated, and all ex- 
pressions that would help to identify the 
authorship. The orthography of some of 
them, which would do credit to the late Josh 
Billings,” is left as it stands; though it would 
be wrong to intimate that this class of corre- 
spondents is, as a general rule, illiterate. Of 
course, persons wh» have something genuine 
to sell have a valid reason for writing.

Bales in the Ante-Panic Period—Unusual 
Valuation Determined by a Lease of a 
South Side Corner—Cash Sale of a North 
Side Acre Tract—Pians Are Drawn for 
a Number of World’s Fair Hotels—Sale 
of the Fargo Tract—Business Leases— 
Great Increase in Population. 


The number of important transactions 
actually completed last week scarcely kept up 
the pace set during the previous week in real- 
estate matters. The consummation of an un- 
usual number of operations of vital impor- 
tance within the limits of a single week or 
month is often accidental. The distribution 
of visible effects may be influenced by any 
number of external agencies. The causes 
leading to these effects are never accidental. 
Conditions of public confidence which made 
it possible to crowd a number of star trans- 
actions into a six-day period are being inten- 
sified every day. Prospects are wondetfully 
flattering. There never was a time when eo 
much property was offered for sale as at the 
present, and there never was a time when real 
estate was so hard to purchase. i 

Logal capitalists are beginning to realize 
the possibilities of central property and are 
‘yeluctant to part with their holdings except 
at prices high enough to partially discount 
future appreciation. The realestate opera- 
tions of the past have indicated that outside 
_ capitalists have been more alive to the pros- 
‘pects of the city than the men who have

The northwest corner of Randolph street 
and Fifth avenue, 80x180 feet was owned by 
Alexander Lloyd in the 50, said 
Van Higgins. “In 1857 P. F. W. 
Peck offered him $80,000, or $1,000 a front 
foot for the property. This offer was refused, 
as Mr. Lloyd chose to improve the property 
himself. This is, as I remember it, one of the 
first instances of property reaching a valua- 
tion of $1,000 a foot, although of course the 
transaction did not involve a sale. The history 
of the corner shows the effect of the panic 
on real estate. Mr. Lloyd borrowed 
$140,000 and built the Lloyd Block. The en- 
tire property was offered on the market for 
the cost of the improvements alone in 1861, 
and shortly after was sold for about that 
amount. * — — instance = marked 2 
pression during panic period is seen in the 
corner of Lake and La Salle streets. The 
owner of sixty-tive feet on Lake street, ad join- 
ing the corner of La Salle street and extend- 
ing around with a frontage on the latter street, 
could have been sold in 1857 for $65,000. The 
owner elected to build, however, and in 1861 
the lot#was sold for $1,000 a foot, including an 
$80, building. 

„Property on Lake street, between State 
and Dearborn streets, was traded for other 
property in 1856 on a valuation of $1,000 a 
foot. The same frontages, with good im- 
provements, sold during the panic at just the 
cost of the land. A number of frontages and 
corners of Lake and Randolph streets were 
undoubtedly the first to change hands on the 
$1,000 a foot basis. A few good corners on 
Clark street may have been sold at about the 
same time for the same general price. It 
might be said that $1,000 was the top 
notch price just before the panic. There 
Avould be no use seeking for any great num- 
ber of $1,000 a foot sales during the years im- 
mediately following the panic period. The 
best improved business property was the first 
to revive, and even this scarcely got fully 
started on the up grade before the second 
panic made its appearance.”’ 

“The first property to reach a value of 
$1,000 a foot was on Lake street, between 
Clark and Dearborn streets, said W. D. Ker- 
foot. There were some sales of choice resi- 
dence property to what were then the 
nabobs in 1856, 
reached a foot price. 
In 1856 one sale of thirty feet on Michigan 
avenue between Madison and Monroe streets 
was made for 880,000. Washington street at 
that time was considered as away from the 
business center and in the outskirts of town. 
As late as 1858 Henry Bishop bought the site 
of the present Lenox Building on Washington 
street for $100 a front foot. This property 
has practically the same location as a lot 
which was sold in 1891 at $8,750 a front foot. 
In 1862 the frontage on Washinugton-street be- 
tween State and Dearborn streets occupied by 
the Kohlsaat bakery was sold for $300 a front 


foot.

S. H. Kerfoot expressed the opinion. that 
the sales of realty at 81, 000 a foot made be- 
fore the first panic were few, and says that 
sales were made of ok wag on Lake street. 
An article by Mr. Kerfoot, published in the 
first issue of the Real Estate Review in Jan- 
uary. 1879, gives some striking illustrations of 
changes in property values. 

The lot on the southwest corner of Wash- 
ington and La Salle streets was purchased in 
1841 by P. F. W. Peek for $2,166. The 
same property is now being ‘appraised 
and will be estimated to be worth 
far more per front foot than the property 
originally cost. A 

July 17,1841; Henry Loomis bought a lot on 
the southeast. corner of Dearborn and Wash- 
ington streets for $2.166. E. H. Hadduck in 
1833 purchased 80xI90 feet on the southwest 
corner of Madison street and Fifth asenue 
for $103: The opposite corner has been 
leased within a year on a basis of $62.50 a 
square foot. 


A VALUATION OF $80 A SQUARE FOOT. 


This Is the Basis of Negotiations in a Dear- 
born Street Transaction.’ 


The new building for Nos. 112 and 114 Dear- 
born street, to replace the well-known Stew- 
art-Bentley Block, as planned by Henry Ives 
Cobb, will be erected nextspring. That much 
is certain. Just who will build it is not so 
wellknown. If negotiations now being car- 
ried on by W. H. McNaughton are successful 
Dennis H. Hayes will build it. If these nego- 
tiations should fail it is probable that W. D. 
Boyce, the original lessee of the ground, will 
have charge of the building. The Stewart- 
Bentley property has an interesting history of 
late. It was leased last year to W. D. Boyce by 
Cyrus Bentley and Julia T. Sherman at an an- 
nual rental of $11,500 for a term of ninety-nine 
years. 

The lessee soon after entered into a contract 
with a syndicate of Michigan capitalists for 
subleasing the property at $15,000 a year. This 
contract has gone by default and the present 
negotiations were opened some time ago. W. 
H. Hayes has agreed in substance to take a 
lease of the property on the basis of $15,000 
annual rental, to erect the build- 
ing planned by Mr. Boyce. and to give 
security in the sum of $60,000 for the satis- 
factory completion of the ‘agreements. 
In case the present negotiations are carried 
through a valuation of $80 a square foot will 
be determined on the land. The buildmg 
planned by Architect Cobb will be twelve 
stories high and will cover the entire lot. The

CLAMOR FOR JUSTICE. 


WHAT FRIENDS OF DOMINICK GIB- 
BONS SAY OF HIS MURDERER. 


They Declare Frank Peledna to Be a Man 


with a Record of Blood, Always Ready 


to Take Human Life—Evidence of the 


Police as to Gibbons’ History—A State- 


ment and the Facts in the Case—Anton 
Kartal’s Testimony Concerning the Shoot- 


ing of Shum ma, 

The killing of Dominick Gibbons, a young 
Irishman, the night of Dec. 24 by Frank 
Poledna, a Bohemian, has aroused a good deal 
of feeling between the two races in the neigh- 
borhood of No. 371 West Twenty-second 
street, where the shooting was done, and has 
also increased the bitterndss against the po- 
lice of the Canalport avenue district. From 
all the circumstances and the information 
that could be gleaned regarding the affair it is 
declared that the killing of Gibbons was a de- 
hberate murder, and the fact that Poledna is 
now out on bail is intensifying the feeling in 
the matter. The following communication il- 
lust rates how the friends of Gibbons feel: 

Cn AGO. Jau. 13—[Editor of The Tribune. 
As the character of the murderer Poledna has not 
been given to the public and thatof his victim 
has been somewhat embellished, 1 desire to sup- 
ply the deficiency. The record of Poledna is that 
of a dangerous man. In the short space of his 
life he has shot dowu two men and stabbed or 
mutilated three others. Several years © he 
cut three men at a dance at Saxe’s Hall, Twen- 
tieth and Brown streets. One year ago last June 
he (with no more warning than he gave his victim 
a few nights ) ente the store of John Hal- 
wert, No. 39 West Twenty-second street, from 
the rear and shot down Josef Duni. He made 

„ but afterward com 
affair for $200. The night of Dec. 
last he murdered Dominick Gibbons. 
Gibbons stood in front of Poledna’s saloon. Po- 
ledna went out the back door of the saloon, 
walked around thro the engine-house to the 
street, came up behind Gibbons, and shot him. 
These facts show the wanton fiendishness of the 
act. The official report of Lieut. Rhem has not a 
word tu say about the character of Poledna, but 
that of Gibbons.is painted as black as he can 
make it. In reading over his report one is led to 
infer that it was Gibbons who killed Poledna in- 
stead of Poledna having murdered Gibbons. 
Hence the effect is Poledna is now free pending 
the action of the grand jury. 


Gibbons’ Record. 


The published report makes this officer re- 
sponsible for the statement that Gibbons has been 
arrested thirty-six times in the last five years. 
This means that he has been arrested every fifty 


— leaving us to infer that he served his terms 


proxy. ‘To asvertain if the number was thirty- 
six times or only thirty-five, I asked to see the 
record, This was refused, the police preferring 
to furnish a copy of the record. This copy is a 
mess of blunders as the face of it will show. In 
ope instance there are two of arrest on 
the same date, on the complaint of one complain- 
ant, and by the same officer, though this com- 
plainant on boing interrogated denieSever having 
made a complaint. As one of several other like 
instances there are three records of arrest on the 
same date: For assaulting an officer,” for dis- 
orderly,” and for “ assault,’ tho one 
arrest was made. This reminds one of an amus- 
ing change of diet of tea and bread and butter, of 
bréad and butter and tea, and of bread and tea 
and butter. / 

The Captain of the Maxwell Street Station in 
making out acOpy of what he calls record of 
arrest of Dominick Gibbons” by enter as a 
“record of arrest every complaint made by 
every individual on the same arrest, and by enter- 
ing the different charges on each arrest as separ- 
ate “ records of arrest.“ he has managed to run 
the number up to twenty-two in five years and four 
months, which is reduced to fourteen when the 
Captain's method is understood. In one case out 
of this fourteen the officer, William Devitt, was 


harged. 

in tho whole showing there is but one serious 
looking ¢harge against Gibbens—larceny! This 
charge was utterly without foundation. Gibbons 
never stole. He never carried a deadly weapon. 
He never did a cowardly thing. Conscious of the 
strength that nature had endowed him with he 
was ever ready to dety the poliee of the Nineteenth 
Precinct, which acrounts for their hounding him 
even after death. A. J. G. 

What the Record Really Shows. 

Instead of having been arrested only four- 
teen times, as the above states, the record 
does show that young Gibbons had been ar- 
rested twenty-four separate times between 
July 10, 1888, and Dec. 12, 1891. As he was 
only 25 years old when killed he must have 
commenced giving trouble to the police when 
17 years old, and it is doubtless true as stated 
that he was run in just because of his rep- 
utation and not for any serious offense. | 

But it is charged that there are efforts made 
to palliate the crime of Poledna, and the 
lice do not appear to be as well posted on his 
record as 2 be supposed. considering the 
sevepal scrapes in which he has been engaged. 
Besides the cutting and shooting referred to 
in the communication above, he has, it is 
charged, always been too ready to use a knife 
or revolver when angered. The friends of 
Gibbons say that the police of Canalport ave- 
nue are domg everything possible to shield 
him from the consequences of his crime, urged 
on thereto by one of the policemen there who 
is a brother-in-law of Poledna. The latter 
heretofore bas got off so easily that they fear 
he will escapé ptnishment this time. But 
Gibbons’ brother, a merchant in the southern 
part of the State, is here and will push the 
prosecution. * 

Anton Kostal's Story. 

Mr. Gibbons supplemented his own investi- 
gations with direct testimony. Anton Kostal 
of No. 1016 Van Horn street, a Bohemian and 
a personal acquaintance of Frank Poledna, 
said @ a TRIBUNE reporter: 

I hav® known Poledna nearly all my life 
and I went to school with him. Seven or 
eight years ago Poledna stabbed two men, 
Frank Shumma and William Nowatni, at Pil- 
sener Hail, Twentieth and Brown streets. I 
helped to carry Summa to his home on 
Twentietb street, three doors east of Fisk. 
On the way he said that Poledna had done the 
stabbing. I heard that Poledna claimed 
the two men had insulted his girl. He 6 
awful quick to pull a gun on a man. He tried 
to shoot Mike Klause and myself three years 
ago after we had spent all our money in his 
saloon, No. 371 West Twenty-second street. 
He snapped the rigger three times, but the 
gun did hot go off. o always gets off easily 
when he is arrested.

The American Preservers’ company is a corpora- 
tion duly organized for the purpose of manu- 
facturing jellies, preserves, and glucose in June, 
1885. It has a large capital and assets worth 
many millions. It owns seventy-five or more jelly 
and preserving plants and a glucose factory at 
Davenport and is the absolute owner of all those 
plants. Among the plants acquired was one 
under a bill of sale made by Mr. Bishop in 1888 
and for which he was paid four years ago. 
Subsequently Bishop was engaged at a fixed sal- 
ary as Superintendent, and early in 1891 he n 
lected to turu over some p rty, for whic 
the a began a replevin suit and gave bond 
in $15,000, Then suit was brought in the United 
States Circuit Court to recover $3,000 from Bishop 
which he bad refused to account for. 

In both of these suits he could avail himself of 
the claim that the company is a trust, but he 
= his $125,000 damage suit under the so-called 
Sherman act. The American Preserving company 
is in no sense of the word a trust 
or combination. The law does mot pro- 
hibit an individual or_ corporation having 
sufficient means to buy and operate one or fifty 
plants. If an individual or a corporation con- 
siders it a good business venture to own and con- 
duct any number of plants there is nothing in the 
law which forbids such an enterprise. Mf. Bish- 
op made his sale in 1883—the Sherman act was 
not passed until July 1, 1890. That act is alto-

Last spring he treated 
two cases of the same affection of the eyes, 
one being a man prominent in . 
and lities in a neighboring wn, 
Both — were addicted to the 
excessive ‘use of both liauor and tobacco. 
Without their knowledge the doctor treated 
them with-especial refegence to curing these 
appetites.. The result is that the one uses 
neither liquor nor tobacco, while the other uses 
no liquor but has acquired the tobacco habit 
again. Since that time Dr. Harrison has 
been quietly treating the worst cases of aggra- 
vated dipsomania he could find, and in each 
he has had the same success. 

The treatment is not severe; there is not 
such heavy dosage with powerful agerts as to 
be dangerous,. and the patient thrives under 
his medieation. ‘The work is nearly all done 
by hypodermic injections, only such stimula- 
tion being given through the stomach as may 
perhaps be indicated by a debilitated con- 
dition, and after two or three weeks the 
patient is discharged with a mild tonic treat- 
ment to be pursued for a short time.

While there is little doubt that the works are 
not by the artists to whom they are attributed, 
the two largest pictures, The Seasons” and 
»The Charity Feast, are of undoubted antiquity 
and painted and drawn by artists of more than 
ordinary ability. 7 

The ‘latter subject is painted m a large 
panel of three boards, The style of painting 
is that of the early Dutch school and not unlike 
some of the works of Jan Steen. There are about 
eighty figures in it and some of tnem finished to 
a remarkable degree, especially the richly-dressed 
man and woman behind a table loaded with 
bread which they are giving to a crowd of beg 
gars. 

On the back of the panel ig branded a curious 
mark, which is perhaps the Goat of arms of some 
former owner, for no record of any painter's 
mark could be found in books which give the im- 
portant marks and monograms of old painters. 
Near by a monogram L. G.“ is punched into the 
wood, but this bears the appearance of being 
more recent than the brand. Both of these 
might prove valuable clews to the identity of tbe 
artist who painted the picture. 

The Four Seasons isa picture of considerable 
size and shows all of the figures except Winter 
attired in quasi-classical costumes. Autumn is 
represented by a male figure standing on the left 
of the picture, holding a gold and red cup, for 
which Summer,who 1s seated beside him, is reach- 
ing and beyond Spring is also striving to reach it, 
held back by Winter, an old man dressed in what 
was evidently the costume ot the time when the 
picture was painted. The figures are well drawn, 
and the painting is of good quality, though of a 
style which would indicate that it was painted at 
a period considerably later than that of Paulo 
Caliari. The other two pictures are of much less 


importance, :

Mr. William L. Dodge, whose large can- 
vases now on exhibition at the Art Institute, 
have attracted considerable ‘attention, has met 
with a misfortune which ig a particularly serious 
one for an artist. Wednesday evening a fire oc- 
curred in the building in which his studio is sit- 
uated, Nos. 4 and 6 West Fourteenth 
street, New Tork, and most of its 
contents, upon which there was no 
insurance were destroyed. Several finished pict- 
ures and portraits were ruined by the effects of 
fire and water, aud what is much more unfortu- 
nate for an artist, most of his sketches and stud- 
ies, the work of several years, which it is impos- 
sible to replace, were also destroyed. An artist's 
studies are his stock in trade, and may also be 
considered the basis of his art work. They are 
records of his observation of nature, 
the ground work upon which his ideals are con- 
structed ‘ind his theories of art formulated, and 
when these arelost he is forced to commence 
anew with ideals which must necessarily be more 
or less affected by his principles of art at the 
time he recommences to surround himsolf with 
data for his work, And from this starting point 
he cannot be so open to new impressions as dur- 
ing the slow and gradual development of the 
student who knows nothing of what is before 


im, 

Such a misfortune falls more heavily on a young 
artist who is still open to new impressions than 
one who has become hardened in the mold of his 
convictions and reduced his formulas of art to 
systematic eonvantionality, as in the case of Bier- 
stadt, who met with a similar accident some

The scutptors R. P. Bringhurst of St. Louis 
and F. W. Ruckstrehl, recently from Paris, ar- 
rived here last week. They have put in bids for 
work on the Art Building of the World's Colum- 
bian Exposition. Both men are well known as 
American sculptors who have received recog- 
nition at home and abroad. Messrs. Brown and 
Schriber, two young artists who have just returned 
from Paris, are also looking for employment of 
their talents on decoration for World's Fair build- 
ings. They are trying to find suitable stu- 
dios. The searcity of good artists’ studios in Chi- 
cago bas been frequently dwelt upon, but in spite 
of the fact of the steady increase of the number 
of artists in the city property-owners are not yet 
awake to the advantage of providing suitable 
artists’ quarters, which might be built in build- 
ings which would not be altogether desirable for 
offices, constructed more cheaply, and rented for 
good ‘prices. There are scarcely more than a 
dozen good artists’ studios in the city, and there 
are over fifty professional artists in the Chicago 
Society of Artists alone, besides twenty-five or 
thirty female artists and at least 200 others, in- 
cluding designers, pen and ink and crayon artists, 
not to mention umateurs and students who re- 
quire studios, who are now contenting themselves 
with rooms.which were never designed for their 
purpose, 

Works for the sixty-seventh annual erhibi- 
tion of the National Academy of Design will be re- 
ceived from Monday, March 7, to Thursday, March 
10, inclusive. Varnishing days are to be Thurs- 
day and Friday, March 31 and April 1. from 10 a. 
m. to 5; p. m. Members of the press will be ad- 
mitted to the galleries after 12 o’clock noon on the 
first of the varnishing days. The public exhibi- 
tion begins Monday, April 4, and lasts until Satur- 
day, May 14, The prizes to be awarded will be as 
heretofore, the Thomas B. Clarke prize of $300 for 
the best American figure composition painted in 
the United States by an American citizen, with- 
out limitation pf age; the Julius Hallgarten prizes 
of $300, $200, and $100, for the three best pictures 
in oil colors painted in the United States by 
American citizens under 35 years of age: and the 
Norman W. Dodge prize of $300 for the best picture 
painted in the United States by a woman, without 
limitation of age. 

Edward J. Austin, one of the artists en- 
gaged in painting the cyclofama of the Chicago 
Fire, met with a serious accident Wednesday. 
While working on a scaffold sixteen feet from the 
ground he made a misstep and fell, striking on 
his head and shoulder. Fortunately no bones 
were broken, and, as far &s can be ascertained, 
there are no internal injuries. This accident will 
doubtless retard the work on the cyclorama, 
which was to have been finished March 1. as Mr. 
Austin was one of the artists who laid out the per- 
“spective and architecture in this work, and it can- 

not well be completed by another artist who is 
unfamiliar with the original design. 

A partnership has been formed by Messrs, 
Walter Burridge, Ernest Albert, and O. D. Grover 
for a general decorative and scene painting busi- 
ness. The combination of their talents will prove 
a strong ene. Few scenic artists in this country 
enjoy a reputation equal to that of Burridge and 
Albert. The former will devote himself to land- 
scape work, and Mr. Albert will pay particular 
attention to architectural work and. interiors. 
Mr. Grover is well fitted by a long experience to 
take charge of the painting of figures and general 
decorative work. 

A-notice has been sent to members of the 
Art Institute stating that arrangements have 
been completed between the institute, the City of 
Chicago, and the World’s Columbian Exposition 
by which the new art building will be erected 
where the Exposition Building now stands, and 
completed May 1, 1393. The institute will oecupy 
its present quarters until July 1, 1892, and after 
that will retain its sky-lighted galleries (except 
the north ong) and the second and third floors of 
the addition in the Studebaker Building until the 
new one is finished. Ample room will thus be af- 
forded for all the regular exhibitions, lectures, 
etc. 

Several new pictures are on view at A. H. 
Abbott & Co. s. Among them is an interesting 
sketch by F. C. Peyraud, to which the artist bas 
given tne title, The Last Ray.“ showing two 
haystacks tipped with sunlight, while the land- 
scape end a small figure are in the shadow of 
twilight. 

There are also two creditable works by the 
lamented young artist, Paul Wood, who lost his 
lifein the burning of the Hotel Waverly two 
weeks ago. One of these is a portrait of Prof. 
Gregori of the Notre Dame University, under 
whom he had studied. The face is a strong one, 
well modeled, and good in color. The subject is 
shown in a fur cap and a coat with a fur collar. 
The other work is entitled The ar,” 
and is the portrait of one of the brothers of the 
university looking over some prints. It has the 
good qualities of the other portrait.

AT HOME WITH THE PATAGONIANS, 


Poor Savages Who Live in Houses Lined 
with t'riceless Furs. 

Fannie D. Ward’s Letter: The Patagonian 
oldo, or wigwam, tent, tepee, or whatever 
you choose to call it, differs somewhat from 
the homes of any other Indians, and there- 
fore merits description. A row of the tallest 
forked poles that can be obtained in this com- 
paratively treeless country—say eight or nine 
feet long—are driven into the ground and a 
ridge-pole is laid across them. About 
six feet back of these another row of 
forked poles is set, each a foot or two 
shorter than those of the first row, and 
across these another ridgepole is laid. The 
same distance back of these a third row is 
driven of poles not more than three feet long 
opped by a third mdgepole. This completes 
the framework—and an excellent one it is— 
and over it is spread a lot of skins of the 
guanaco, deer, horse, and puma sewn together 
in squares of varying sizes, and all daubed in- 
side with a mixture of tallow and red 
ocher that can be smelled a 
mile away. More skins are tied with 
thongs arvund the sides of the toldo, and in 
cold or rainy weather horsehides are fastened 
up in front, like curtains, and are sometimes 
hung inside to partition off separate apart- 
ments—the number, quality, and size of the 
skins denoting the wealth and social standing 
of the inmates, Think of it, a fur house—and 
such fur, too—the tawny, mottled puma, and 
the beautiful and almost priceless pale yellow, 
streaked with white, of young guanacos. 

Just inside the entrance to each tent several 
small brushwood fires were kept burning, 
evidently as much for warmth and to dry 
off the wet ground as for cooking purposes. 
Horsehides, spread on the i half-frozen 
sod, served for beds and seats, and 1 
noticed with astonishment that each bed, 
inside its pile of furs and blankets, had one 
or more bolsters—reguilar civilized bolsters, 
at least in shape — made of balf- 
worn blankets, sewn together with sinews 
and stuffed with wool. The blankets of these 
people, which they call lehus, are almost like 
the ponchos of Bolivia and Chile, and I am 
told that they are hand-woven by the Arau- 
canian women. The extra furs, saddles, blan- 
kets, and all belongings not in immediate 
use were piled around the outer edges, as 4 
barricade against the fitful gusts o 
wind thaf persisted in skurrying in 
beneath the flapping walls. Cupboards, 
of course, there were none, the dishes being 
piled on the ground in promiscuous heaps, 
washed clean by prowling dogs—lean, un- 
canny creatures that outnumbered their mas- 
ters several to one. There were huge trench- 
ers hollowed out ot blocks of wood, bark 
platters, and excellent spoons made by 
stickimg a clamshell on a conveniently-

deal farther — fare worse than 2 ube” the 
round, deep shell of the Patagonian arma- 
dillo, or ant-eater. ‘Then there were bucket- 
shaped baskets made of coarse pampa grass 
so tightly braided that water can be carried 
in them without leaking a drop; asadors, or 
spits, of bone and w or even two or three 
iron kettles. 

Squatted upon a horsehide in one of these 


queer homes, surrounded by an admiring 


throng of grinning women and children, whose 
good graces had previously been won byegifts 
of beads and ted calico, we partook of hospi- 
tality in the shape of a custard a la Pata- 
gonienne—the recipe for which please accept 
as a Christmas present. Break a small hole in 
the point of an ostrich egg, and after removing 
pees of the indigestible white (it is the fashion 
ere to suck it out), beat the yelk thoroughly 
—with a stick, a hair-pin, or whatever comes 
handy—adding a little sugar if you have it, or 
whisky if you like it, or plaim salt and pepper 
as we did. Then set the egg on end in the hot 
ashes, just far enough from the blaze not to 
crack the shell, beating the batter now and then 
and turnmg it around, so that the mixture will 
not adhere to the sides. Ifa novice, you will 
probably burn your fingers pretty badly, and 
maybe upset the whole thing in the fire; but 
even in the latter case you haven't lost much, 
and that the duty of friendly politeness, de- 
manded by local etiquette, has been religious- 
ly fulfilled—in the cleanest possible manner, 
without touching a dog-licked utensil belong- 
ing to the toldo. 
owever charming the life of the “noble 
savage may be, its delights do not appear 
to be shafted to any great extent by the 
weaker sex, even in Patagonia. I never 
saw women work harder than these—even 
society leaders in the center of the swim”’ 
and I am told thas their untiring industry 
is the same year in and out. Notwithstand- 
ing the clumsiness of their tools they sew 
neatly and with remarkable rapidity—their 
only thread being sinews from the backs of 
old guanacos, and their needle a sliver of 
bone, sharpened at one end and a hole 


punched in the other, The labor on a single | 


fur capa. or mantle, which both men and 
women wear, is immense; and, besides those 
required for their own use, they are constant- 
ly making otners for sale. 

Then there are no end of fillets to be woven, 
for the men’s heads and their own, from the 
unraveled threads of cloth obtained at the 
settlements or from Araucanians. In the 
same way they weave belts or garters-—the 
latter not for their own stockingless legs, but 
to hold up the horse-hide boots of their lords 
and masters. They must also sew skins to- 
gether for beds, the coverings of the 
toldos, and for sale, scrape and dress 
horse-hides for seats, saddles, and 
partition-walls, and do a thousand other 
things which keep them constantly em- 
ployed, while their lazy men-folk smoke, 
gamble, race horses, play ball, and hunt only 
when the exigencies of the larder require. 
Some of the men are suprisingly expert work- 
ers in silver considering their rude im- 
plements. They take the silver dollars 
obtained in barter and temper them 
until they become malleable enough to be 
beaten into shapes for buckles, garters, 
plates, beads, or studs for embossing belts or 
armor. Armor, did you say? Yes, the gentle 
Patagonians actually don coats of mail on oc- 
casion—made of horsehide, in shape like an 
exaggerated night-shirt, and if the owner 
is rich enough it may be thickly studded 
with silver plates, Before going into 
battle the warriors pad themselves 
like cricketers or like schoolboys ex- 
pecting a thrashing, using old ponchos or sad- 
dle cloths, the thick folds of which will turn a 
lance thrust or even the cut of a sword. The 
silver “studs” are holiowed out on a stone, 
then pierced at the edges with a sharp nail, 
and sewn on with sinews. The Patagonians 
are also handy artiticers in iron, and will fash- 
ion a knife or an adze out of any old piece of 
metal picked up from wrecks on the coast or 
procured in the colonies,

THE GREAT AMERICAN EAGLE RIVAL. 


How He Came to Be Made the Emblem of 
. the United States. 

Youth’s Companion: It has been proposed 
lately to ornament the tip of the flagstaff used 
in the regular army of the United States with 
a representation in metal of the bald eagle, 
which is the emblem of our republic. The 
staff of regimental standards now terminate 
with a pike. The eagle has already done duty 
in this way upon the standa’.s of other na- 
tions, and particularly upon those of Rome 
and France. The American eagle, however, 


is of a different variety from the eagles of 


France and the Roman republic. It is of an 
American variety—the bald,“ or white-head- 
ed eagie. 

The ordinary name of the bird is a misno- 
mer. It is not bald, but simply whiteheaded, 
the feathers on the head and neck of adult 
specimens being snowy white. 

The honor of first naming this bird as the 
emblem of the United States belongs to John 
J. Audubon, the naturalist, whose name will 
be 222 associated with our bird life. He 
ca the bald eugle the Washington e * 
because, he said, “ Was n was Roa 
the eagle is.“ Like it, too, he was the terror 
of his enemies, and his fame, extending from 
pole to pole, resembles the soarings of the 
mightiest of the feathered tribe. If America 
has reason to be proud of her Washington, 80 
has she to be proud of her great eagle. | 

The bald eagie, with wings extended, or 
“displayed proper,“ as it is called in heral ry, 
was made the emblem of the United States in 
the year 1785. 

Benjamin Franklin did not approve the 
choice, The bald eagle, he declared, was a 
very evil disposed bird, who would not earn 
an honest living, but got his livelihood by 
violence, deceit, and rapine. He did not con- 
sider such a creature the werthy emblem of a 
people who had valiantly driven out of their 
country all kingly birds of prey. 

Franklin's critical judgment did not pre- 
vail. It is true, as he déc „that the bald 
eagle hives chiefly by violence and theft, 
swooping down upon the osprey and snatch- 
ing from this industrious bird the fish that it 
has just caught.

WHERE EVEN THE FORESTS ARE MUSICAL 


Natural Curtlosity Found 
in Conneeticat, 

Hamburg Letter in the Philadelphia Times: 
This township boaste of a curiosity that 
provably is not duplicated in the entire hemi- 
shere and probably not in the world. It isa 
musical grove of chestnut and walnut trees. 

This grove stands on the north side of 
Nickerson Hill, which is the highest point of 
land in New London County, aud all the frees 
are old nd there are but very few that are 
not hollow. 

The spot is well known among local hunters 
as a resort for gray squirrels, and many hun- 
dreds of these animals are taken out of the 
grove every year. Intothe heart of the trees 
the aquirrels have gnawed their way through 
the knots and stumps of limbs that have de- 
ecayed and fallen to the ground. In man 
cases but the mere shell of tree stands an 
if a fire is built in the hole at the roots smoke 
issues from a hundred holes above it in the 
limbs and the main trunk. 

The peculiar sound caused by the wind blow- 
ing inte these holes has given the grove the 
name of Singing Trees. In the summer, w 
the trees are covered with foliage, the wind 
has no effect upon them, but in the fall, when 
the leaves tall the ground, the wind has a 
clean sweep at the trees and it whistles and 
moans and hisses through the hollow trunks 
and limbs, until it seems to one a short dis- 
tance away that a horde of crazy demons are 
holding a grand jubilee among the trees. 

These sounds are prod only when the 
wind blows from the southeast. It then swee 
over the top of the hill and falls upon t 
grove apparently, as the wind from the mouth 
of a boy falls upon a hollow key placed at his 
lips, and the sound produced, in many cases, 
is like that made by a person blowing into the 
nowe of a bottle multiplied a million times.

SCIENCE IN HOUSEKEEPING. 


A Woful Lack of Intelligent and Trained 
Workers for Domestic Duties. 
One of the women interested in the Colum- 
bign Housekeepers’ Association contributes 
the following on Woman's Work: 


What is it all for? We women are being drawn 
into a great whirlpool of work, and I am disceur- 
aged at the outcome. | single incident, among 
many which my committee work leads me to dis- 
cover, will show you why I feel so helpless in the 
face of existing facts. Yesterday I visited a 
widow who supports herself and three small chil- 
dren by sewing. Under the ‘sweating system 
she finishes vests, putting on buttons and buck- 
ies. for one cent a vest. By working most dili- 
gently from dawa to twilight (she cannot afford 
artificial light) she can make 40 cents a day for 
the subsistence of berself and family. There are 
5,000 women in Chicago earning a living for an 
aggregate number of 11,000 under this ‘sweaters’ 
system,’ and this woman is a fair sample of their 
condition.” 

And my friend, who is one of Chicago's promi- 
inent women and active philanthropists, looked 
the desperation she had tried to express in these 
words. The day follo this interview I vis- 
ited the home of another friend, who was equally 
exercised in mind; but on a different line. She 
had two servants, one ef whom was receiving S 
a week, the other $4.

classes. She told us that from the large classes of 
girls who took the course of sewing none could be 
found willing to go to the homes 
of their benefactors and perform their 
housework: Their plea was that they wanted 
their evenings to themselves. Yet those same 
girls when — had left the school and found 
clerkships. working for $2.50 or $3 a week, would 
come to evening from the stores—often 
not even waiting for their suppers—and spend 
their evenings in earnest work.

This is because after 
a while a good many lost keys get around, 
and they are not very safe to have so distrib- 
uted. Just now the Equipment Division of the 
Postoffice Department is making over 250,000 
old locks, merely for the purpose of rendering 
them different, They were very good in their 
day, and are still so in other respects. 

At first it was suggested that all these 250, 
000 locks should be thrown away. The junk 
men were asked how much they would give 
for them and they said 20 cents a hundred 
pounds, This did not seem large, inasmuch 
as the postofflee had originally paid 57 cents 
apiece for the locks. Therefore it was con- 
cluded to make them over again, and this is 
being done now at the repair shop on C street, 
at a vost of 6% cents per lock. It is a very 
pretty sight to see the workmen cut the old 
contrivances apart, polish them up on rapidly- 
revolving grindstones, which give out showers 
of sparks, reorganizing the tumblera, and put- 
ting together the pieces into as good shape as 
the new lamps which the magician in the story 
of Aladdin exchanged tor old ones. : 

These locks, as has been said, are to secure 
mail bags, but even more interesting are the 
mail bags themselves and their histories. Nat- 
urally, in the course of human events, these 
receptacles wear out now and then. This being 
regarded as inevitable, in former times they 
were turned over promptly to the junk men. 
Now, however, it is all very different. Accord- 
ing to the ft ggemcenre: as fast as the bags show 
symptoms of wearing out they are forwarded 
to Washington from all over the United States. 
Thus one finds in the equipment shop on C 
street great rooms heaped with enormous 
stacks of mail sacks in all s of use, decay. 
and, one might almost say, of decomposition. 

Upom arrival they are conveyed by a big 
elevator to the third floor, where 110 women 
sit sewing with coarse thread. The bags are 
made of jute. Some of the women wear 
dunce-caps of brown paper on their heads, 
and all are busy assomany bees. They are 
all sewing upon mail sacks, and whenever one 
has finished her task she “holds up her hand. 
At once the foreman in charge goes to her, 
takes the bag she has finished, and lays it on a 
pile. In exchange, he gives her another, 
which he takes from astack near by. The 
sacks in the latter pile are in all stages of 
delapidation, and the rule is that each worker 
must take che one that is on top. A wooden 
partition shuts off the women from sight of 
the pile, because some complained a while 
ago that it was possible for others to see when 
there were good sacks on top, and so escape 
bad ones. It is like the system of takes in 
a newspaper office. 

Thus far only the jute bags have been 
spoken of. But there is another room in 
which the leather mail pouches are mended, 
twenty-two workmen being employed for the 
purpose. This system has grown up within 
the last four years. So short a time ago only 
eight women and three leather workers were 
employed to do the work. But it was believed 
that a great economy would result from de- 
voting attention to the mending of old sacks, 
and this has proved so far true many 
thousand fewer sare made annually now 
than were requi in 1887, although the post- 
office business has increased one-quarter since 
then. The bags are manufactured in New 
York State. 

When the mending of each bag is finished 
it is ins | by a man who is the only ver- 
son in United States with whom the decis- 
ion lies as to when a mail sack is worn out 
and shall be used no jonger. Condemned 
ones are all used in one fashion or another. 
The best parts of them are used for the bot- 
toms of sacks that have to be repaired, while 
other portions serve for patches, the ragged 
bits being slashed off with sharp knives. Such 
rags go to the junk shop. After each has been 
repaired it is taken to a room where a piece 
of rope for drawing the mouth together is 
fount devoted to tae waking of pis nests 
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in which Postmasters send —

MONEY ONVITHE STAGE. 


THE CENTRAL THOUGHT OF “ BIL- 
LY ” CRANE’S NEW PLAY. 


John Habberton Says While the Piece Itself 
Is Not Over Good, the Actor Succeeds in 
Making a Hit—Patti Stirs the Memories 
of Old New-¥orkers—What Delsarte's 
Daughter Is Doing—World’s Fair Senti- 
ment—The Working Girls’ Ball—Xachts- 
men Eath usiastic. 


New York, Jan 14.—[Special Correspond- 
ence.|—This has heen a great amusement 
week, even for New York, where most new plays 
are first tried, ou the uncomplimentary old 
principle of Try it on adog.”’ Billy Crane 
—he of The Senator,” The Henrietta, and 
many other successful pieces—made a great 
hit in For Money,” written by Clay Greene 
and Gus Thomas, author of Alabama.” 
The play 1s not as good as it ought to be, but 
the playing is superb, from the star’s part 
down through almost the entire cast. Crane 
is as bent upon making money, in the play, as 
he was in the Henrietta, but he wonders 
whether people care for him except for his 
money—acom mon and pathetic wonder among 
rich men, and to find out he simulates 
poverty so successfully that he almost goes to 
the wall. In the meantime he has bee a lit- 
tle of everything, for the sake of popularity 
and fun; hating the smell of powder he be- 
comes a militia Colonel, and he is also Com- 
modore of a yacht club, although he is as 
afraid of rough water as his distinguished 
prototype Sir Joseph Porter of “ Pinafore” 
fame. ‘The piece is mounted and dressed in 
the best manner imaginable, and is sure of a 
loug run, for it is so full of laughs that no 
one has a chance to analyze it—if he does 
such things to a play—until he leaves the 
theater. . 

Another interesting piece is Pinero’s ** Cab- 
inet Minister,” which 1s given by Daly's com- 
pany without Ada Rehan, although the part 
which would have fallen to Miss Rehan was 
well played. The piece is asatire on some 
English classes and customs, and therefore 
fails to be as funny in New York as in Lon- 
don, but the parts are those of typical charac- 
ters and they are in very good hands. The 
Minister himself, an amiable old blunderer 
who likes to get away from state papers and 
tickle his esthetic sensibilities by the lugu- 
brious tootings of a flute, is very funny in the 
person of Mr. James Lewis. The play is not 
strong, but it contains a great many good and 
brilliant lines, and, as in the case of For 
Money, the acting is so good that no one can 
fail to sit it out and want to see parts of it 
again. 

Patti's Reappearance. 

The sensation of the week, however, was the 
reappearance of Patti. At least 500 middle- 
aged .nen felt themselves growing younger as 
they listened to her still incomparable voice 
and remembered that when first they hea 
her she was as old as they were at the time, or 
even older. If she can sing like a lark and 
cross the stage likc a fairy, what may they 
not hope to do in the direction of retaining 
the manners of youth? As one of them who 
unloaded this question upon me remarked: 

She has only one advantage that we lack, 
to remain perpetually youthful.” — (_)’ 

“Ah? What is that?“ 

O, merely a little matter of $2,000 or $3,000 
a night.“ I believed him. 

One of the noted Delsarte’s daughters, who 
retains her family name, though she is mar- 
ried, has been giving some of our young dra- 
matic aspirants some illustrations of her 
father’s ideas, and she has succeeded well 
that most of her hearers have concluded that 
previous teachers of the Delsarte system have 
been a lot of sticks. The lady is not hand- 
some in repose, but in action she can be any- 
apparently, and her success 
remarkable because sbe 8; 
only in French—a language which the average 
young man or woman who is stage-struck has 
not studied sufficiently to know it from Sans- 
krit while hearing it spoken, She 
appeared on the platform in plain dress— 
feminine, of course, and exemplified 
many principles without taking the trouble 
to arise, but no one had any difficulty in 
understanding her. Her father insisted that 
any one with proper command of countenance 
could express almost any emotion with face 
and eyes alone, and Mme. Delsarte’s hearer 
believed it before she was through with them, 
although they recalled with disgust some local 
teachers who offered to teach the art and yet 
failed to make any stars’ out of raw material. 
But she did not confine herself to making 
faces; her posing as a gladiator—apparently 
a ridiculous effort for a slender woman in 
skirts—has been talked of ever since by all 
who saw it, ahd stage girls who have more 
brains than beauty begin to. think there is 
some chance for them after all if they will be 
patient and industrious. 

A World's Fair Appropriation. 

Your readers probably know before this 
that the Chamber of Commerce of this city is 
so alive to the propriety of New York being 
proudly represented at the Columbian Exposi- 
tion that it has recommended an appropria- 
tion of $1,000,000, and that the dry-goods men, 
who have tuken the initiative so far as the can- 
vassing of the business section is concerned, 
have prepared and introduced a bill asking 
for at least one-half of that sum, besides in- 
formally pledging themselves and their depart- 


ment of business to do a great deal on their 


own account. Any Western man who imagines 
that the place where the Fair is to be held will 
have the slightest influence, one way or the 
other, on the determination of Eastern men to 
show all they have and in the best possible 
manner will be undeceived as soon 
as the great Exhibition opens.

Why Naval Men Rejoice, 
There is great rejoicing itt thé navy over the 
experiments with the guns of the big monitor 
Miantonomoh, which concluded last week. J 
say experiments advisedly, for guns, pro- 
jectiles, and charges so heavy are new to our 
navy, and, although we have the most highly 
educated naval officers in the world, there is 
no man so smart that he does not feel uneasy 
in the presence of something entirely new.

A movement is on foot to give New York 
what she alone, among great American cities, 
has long lacked -an educational institution of 
the highest class. Columbia College, which 
began existence so long ago as to be called 
King’s College and to receive some of its en- 
dowments from the treasury of the mother 
country, was well enough a generation or two 
ago, but although its law school is seeond to 
none in the world and its school of mines is 
without a rival, it has not been able in years to 
boast of its academic department. The’ uni- 
versity, which used to be good enough to keep 
rich New-Yorkers from sending their sons to 
Harvard or Yale, is good in the academic, 
medical, and theological departments 
only, so it is not a university at all 
in the true sense of the term. Could the 
two old institutions be united, by bonds no 
matter how elastic, it is believed they would 
give a student all the advantages offéred by 
any other institution in the United States, and 
attract many post-graduate students 
whose principal demand is for large libraries— 
a demand which this city above all others in 
the United States can abundantly meet. 
Great libraries, lixe great fortunes, are not 
made to order; they accumulate, and there 
are at least six in this city which ate une- 
qualed elsewhere in the country in their 
ability to meet the needs of special 
students in all departments and professions. 
Whether the plan will work remains to be 
seen; college faculties are often as full of dry 
bones as an old vault, but there is plenty cf 
good red blood in the boards of trystees of 
both of the institutions named. ' 
A Woman's Bequest to the Art Museum. 
The detestable weather which we are enjlur- 
ing seems peculiarly fatal to rich old ladies 
and highly beneficial to enterprises which de- 
pend for their existence upon the good will' of 
the wealthy. I wrote you last week about 
the unprecedented distribution of money and 
property by the terms of the will of the widow 
of the late Robert L. Stuart; now it is an- 
nounced that the late Mrs, Elizabeth U. Coles, 
who aied worth two or three millions, leaves 
to the Metropolitan Museum of Art a valu- 
able collection of paintings, statuary, bronzes, 
and tapestries and to the new Episcopal 
Cathedral at least a quarter of a million in 
money. She had previously given the Cathedral 
a lot of large and valuable medieval tapestries, 
which will give the interior of the edifice * an 
old-world appearance and an air of compéra- 
tive finish, for it is no secret that the prevail- 
ing unpression of American cathedral interi- 
ors is that of bareness. great Catholic 
cathedral in this city, in spite of many paint- 
ings, shrines, and memorial windows, seems 
almost barnlike in its vast efpanses of white 
marble walls.

A city cannot be said to have a satisfactory 
system of public transit until its pedple can 
go from one end to the other speedily and 
cheaply and without danger of delays or acci- 
dents, chills, or fevers. Until all these ends 
are attained the experience of every other city 
in solving the problem of tranext ought. to be 
of interest to it. Has Paris done anything 
worth attention?

hrase; no elevated or underground roads; 
no cable or electric cars. But has some 
things which we have not—conteniences, se- 
curity, method. She does not ask you to do 
your waiting on the sidewalk in the rain. She 
poes not translate omnibus, Always room 
for more. She does not carry you off into a 
strange part of the city and set you down 
without connections to right or left. In short, 
she avoids sevéral of the besetting sirs of 
American transit, and thus gains to a degree 
what we strive to accomplish by speed alone. 

There are four public means of circulation 
in Paris—tho omnibuses, street-cars, cabs, 
and river boats. About the only difference 
between the first two is that one runs on 
tracks and the other does not. Both have 
their fixed courses, beth are drawn by horses, 
the plans of construction are similar, the 
prices are the same. 

Ordinarily these huge two-story vehicles ac- 
commodate forty or forty-one persons with 
seats; six more are allowed to stand on the 
platform. Twenty of the seats are inside, 
twenty more are on the impériale, as the roof 
is called. The impériale is reached by : stair- 
case running up behind, and to my mihd it is 
the pick of the places. Here one gets the air 
and that most fantastic of Parisian spectacles 
the street, and he pays just half the price of a 
seat below—that is three cents instead of six.

All the umnibuses and street-cars in Paris 
except the short lines are managed by one 
company.

1890 this tax hmounted to $327,400. Besides 
its license fees the company is obliged to as- 
sist the city in removing the snow in winter 
and in sprinkling the streets with sand in wet 
or icy weather. For the former service it is 
obliged to furnish on demand 500 carts with 
men and horses. : 

‘The Compagnie Generale des Omnibus is 
strictly under the city authorities, and in all 
cases where the public calls for improvements 
which the company hesitates to make the Mu- 
nicipal Council can, if it thinks West, compel 
it to action.

The most delightful method of transit in 
Paris is by the river boats. Seine runs 
from east to west through thecity. In it 
there are three lines of beats, which in 1889 
carried 29.653.436 passengers—an unusual 
number because of the exposition. The boats

Correspondence.] — Starving millions! The 
official reports concerning the extent of the 
famine are now, with the consent of the au- 
thorities, published for the first time. From 
these reports it will be seen that the harvest 
hau been bad in all and a total failure in the dis- 
tricts of the following provinces: Nijini, 
Riazan, Toula, Novgorod, Kazain, Sunbrisk, 
Saratov, Voroneje, Penza, Viatka, Samara, 
Oufa, Tambov, and Orenburg. In other 
provinces, also affected, only in certain dis- 
tricts does actual famine prevail. Thus jn 
the Province of Orel, though the harvest was 
generally bad, only the districts of 
Eleti, Liony, and Briansk are famine- 
stricken; in the Province of Kursk the dis- 
tricts of Novy-Oskol, Stary-Oskol, Tune, and 
Siehigry; in the Province of Astrakhan the 
distnets of Astrakhan, Yenstaievsk, and 
Tcherny-Yar; in the Province of Kastroma 
the districts of Vettauga and Varnavine; in 
the Province of Kherson the districts of Kher- 
son, Alexandrie, and Ananier; in the Prov- 
Ince of Perm the districts of Kamyshlor, 
Shadrinsk, and Katrinborg; in the Province 
of Kharkov the districts of Starobelsk and. 
Volehansk; and in the Province of Tobolsk 
the districts of Yalutorovsk, Ishime, and 
Kurgan. Official reports from the stricken 
districts on the mortality as a direct result 
of the famine are also being compiled and the 
first reports concerning this subject are begin- 
ning to come in, When a Russian official re- 
port contains words. like these: “In the 
Province of Kazain the mortality among the 
sufferers has been appalling. We have been 
utterly unable to obtain correct figures in 
some villages because the people are all 
dead! one can imagine the terrors that this 
famine has brought Russia. The number of 

oung children and old feeble women that 
— died from the absolute lack of nourish- 
ment cannot be estimated. A government 
official says thecause of this is that the food () 
on which the peasants subsist as a last re- 
source 1s refused by the children and cannot 
be digested by a feeble constitution; and who 
can blame them when one reads from what 
the bread is made. 

A Shocking Compound. 

The peasants boil thirty pounds of leaves 
from the greasewood plant to the consistency 
of a thick, ill-smelling gruel, to which is added 
a little coarse flour, sometimes mixed with 
powdered bark. From the dough ootained by 
this mixture bread is baked; it is earth-col- 
ored and foul smelling in the extreme., It is 
eaten warm and causes dizziness and nausea, 
which is ‘certainly not to be wondered at. 
Dogs, cats, and, in fact, any other animals re- 
fuse to touch it, but no other bread is to be 
had. The grease wood plant mentioned is of 
the genus Atriplex: its finer species are some- 
times used as a substitute for spinach, but 
greasewood is never used except in rare cases 
as fodder for hogs. One Russian official, 
whose territory embraces three of the famine- 
stricken provinces, says that he has witnessed 
the most heartrending misery on all sides, 
but that he had not had confirmation of a 
single one of the many accusations against 
the peasantry with which certain persons and 
newspapers have been so liberal. Hard words 
feed no starving mouths; the peasants have 
been charged with the accusation that they 
this year more than ever, have been inclined 
to drunkenness, and that the people in certain 
villages have refused the relief offered them, 
besides being unwilling to accept work when 
such could be had. The truth is totally 
different. This official referred to reports 
that during an enforced prolonged stay in one 

lace he did not see a drunken person, nor did 

e hear of any money being expended for 
liquor. It was true that here and there a con- 
gregation had refused the grain or money 
offered, but why? simply because there was 
none who could take the responsibility for 
the return of the money or goods thus ob- 
tained. There was nothing to pledge; every- 
thing had been swept away by the famine. 


‘| The reason that some peasants refused the 


work offered them he found to be that the la- 
borer invariably was in debt to the employer, 
and he refused to work under these circum- 
stances, knowing that his work would 
be credited to what he owed and 
not give him what he needed 
for his family and himselt—bread. In some 
villages the richer people cum plained that the 
peasants did not avail themselves of the op- 
portunity to haul wood for the railroad, but 
what was the reason? The poor horses they 
owned were so emaciated and feeble that 
they could barely pull a small load of straw 
far less a heavy load of wood over the bad 
roads. „ 
An Instance of Exaggeration. 

Then, again, a great many persons in the 
cities insist that the peasants have secreted 
large stores of grains and that they had larger 
stocks than they would ackyowledge; this, 
after a thorough investigation by the same 

to 


official, was ‘found be untrue. 
He mentions but one instance where 
he found a peasant that did have 


a good supply of grain. On the other hand, 
he found large families everywhere without 
the slightest means of existence. Here and 
there was a family that yet owned a cow or 
sheep, but their days were numbered, as the 
owners did not have any fodder. The chil- 
dren, as a rule, did not have any. clothing save 
atorn shirt. Warm clothing for the winter 
waa not found anywhere. Everything of any. 
value had been sold to bring food. On ac- 
count of the scarcity of straw, usually used as 
fuel, all kinds of weeds were burnt as a substi- 
tute. The chimneys were bricked up so as to 
keep the rooms warm as long as possible. 
The result was a fetid, sickening at- 
mosphere everywhere. But hunger seems 
to deaden all other sensibilities. The owners 
of larger estates do what they can for the 
children and the sick or helpless; they are 
given a soup from cabbage staiks and pota- 
toes. Of course the soup is thin, but it holds 
body and soul together and is better than 
nothing. No relief from the government has 
yet been obtained. 

The Russian journalist Michnewitsch, on 
his travels through the famine-stricken dis- 
tricts met Count Tolstoi in Dankow, where 
the Count, ably assisted by his daughters, was 
working @nergetically for the relief of the 
suffering people; here he has established his 
central people's kitchen where, thanks to 
the abundance of money and food sent him, he 
is enabled to feed large numbers of starving 
peasants. When asked how he chanced to hit 
on this happy metbod of relief where no 
money is foolishly —— nor lost by com- 
ing into dishonest hands he smilingly re- 


plied: 
“It was the egg of Columbus.” But 
Tolstoi is not one who is satisfied to give 


money to a starving man that he might buy 
bread and then let him go, nor to give a 
shivering ‘wretch an old coat and let his 
charity end there; this he does not consider 
relief. He wants to give his personal prac- 
tical assistance. Work with your as 
well as with your bead is his motto. 


What Prompted Tolstoi’s Action. 
When the great cry for bread arose from 
starving multitudes it was this spirit that 
prompted Tolstoi to go out among them and 
| ascertain from his own observations what was 
most needed. The people in the province re- 
gard him as a savior, and hid daughters share 
in the reverence offered him. In fifteen vil- 
lages surrounding his present residence, on 
the estate of Rajewzkis, in the Village of 
Begitschewko, he has established not less than 
twenty-two ** people’s kitchens, where thou- 
of starving people are daily fed free of 
charge.

One of the most terrible blunders that the 
government has made is its failure to supply 
the nts withseed-corn. Nevertheless, it 
is officially nounced that sowing has been 
successfully performed under most favorable 
circumstances! This statement has been 
proved to be untrue. In the Prov- 
ince of Samara the promised 
corn has not as yet been received 
and tlie seed.corn needed for this province 
alone is estimated at a value of over gl, 000, 
000. As another blunder on the part of the 
authorities may be mentioned the chaos in 
which the railroads have become involved. 
It takes weeks and months where hours and 
days ought to suffice for the transportation of 
grain to the famine-stricken provinces, the 
trouble being that most of the freight cars 
figured only on paper in reports, but not in 
reality in the.railroad yards. In the Northern 
Caucasus there are enormous quantities of 
grain, and hundreds of carloads freighted with 
wheat and rye are daily ship on the 
Viadikavkas-Rastov route with the middle 
and northern part of Russia for their destina- 
tion, but on aceount of the existing confusién 
it is weeks before they reach the desired point. 


"Grain at the Kailroad Stations. 


At the various railroad stations there is at 
present sufficient grain for 11,000 carloads, 
but it is more likely to rot before it is put in 
the cars for transportation, What will be the 
consequences of these fatal blunders? If the 
peasants do not receive seed-corn in time the 
chances are that there will be a repetition of 
this calamity even in a more terrible form 
than the p ma g 

The malici and ridiculous reports that 
the Czar denies the existence of famine in his 
empire and that he looks with disfavor on 
private enterprises are stupid nonsense, Far 
from it. He has traveled quite extensively 
through the stricken districts, in many in- 
stances personally assisting the people with 
money and advice; he has given $4,000,000 
from his privy purse to the Relief committee. 
These are facts that ought for awhile at least 
to silence the croakers and faultfinders. His 
journey will be beneficial in many ways. 
First, to dispel the peasants’ hallucination 
that they did not have to work because the 
Czar had ordered that any grain they wanted 


should be given them without cost; sec- 
ondly, because the officials inclined 
to- embezzlement are overawed at 


probability. of his sudden swooping down 
upon them to demand an account of their ex- 
penditures. The Czar enters heartily into the 
encouragement of private enterprises for the 
relief of the sufferers, and has established a 
Central committee, with the Grand Duke heir- 
apparent as Chairman. In the ukase of Nov. 
29 it is openly declared that not only the peas- 
antry but several other classes of society have 
been brought into great misery through this 
terrible famine, and the Czar in this ukase ex- 
presses his sincere wish that the labor of the 
various relief committees be blessed with 
beneficial results. 

With all these noble efforts there is still a 
suffering that isunconceivable. The Countess 
Rehnskjöld, who has heroically undertaken 
the establishing and managing of a People's 
Kitchen,” writes to the Novosti: The suf- 
fering is — and the people’s condition 
pitiable, o peasants cannot restrain their 
tears when speaking of their starving children. 
The father’s helplessness and deplorable situ- 
ation are something terrible; to go out and look 
for work is useless, he knows that all the in- 
habitants in the village that have tried this 
have come back poorer than when they started, 
if such a thing were possible. There is noth- 
ing left for him but to beg, and this he does. 
If he and his family do not starve to death it 
is because of the crusts of bread he is able to 
obtaim from his fellow sufferers. One ought 
to see this bread! It is black as soot and the 
children, thinking it is earth, have in many 
instances thrown it from them crying bitterly : 
‘Give us bread.’ 


Ritterly Cold and No Fuel. 


It is wretchedly cold in the huts every- 
where. There is nothing to build a fire with; 
some have burnt up their doors, others the 
straw roofs, and now commence to burn the 
walls, made from straw and clay, for fuel. 
Often one despairs at the impossibility of 
rendering assistance during such circum- 
stances. The most one can do is to take 
measures that the people do not succumb to 
the hunger-typhus or literally die from star- 

ation.”’ 

One heartrending incident is related by 
good authority from the district of Kazain. A 
— woman came to the village priest’s 

ouse with her four children. All of them 
were terribly emaciated and feeble. She told 

t that she had locked herself and chil- 
dren M the hut to wait for death, but her chil- 
dren’s aguny was too at for her to bear, so 
she Game to ask for afew crumbs of food for 
them. 1 do not n any.“ she added,“ but 
have mercy on my little ones; they suffer so.”’ 
This family had been without nourishment of 
any kind for four days. The poor priest gave 
them willingly from hisscant store, but the re- 
action was too great. The women and three 
of her children died before the night. 

From the village of Karde, in the Govern- 
ment of Lubin, is reported that the peasants 
driven by hunger have rifled the tombs, 
broken open the coffins to secure money and 
valuables. In the Government of Tomsk the 
churches have been plundered by hunger- 
maddened crowds, In most of the famine- 
stricken districts there reigns the wildest

their manners, the little follies of women, and 
the gentle art of flirtation. 

Lady Violet Greville is no social reformer. 
She accepts things as they are. and she in- 
clines to the belief that they are not likely to 
change materially, Marriage, she holds, 
must inevitably remain the chief end and aim 
of young women in society. But the romance 
on which the grandmothers of the present 
generation insisted as a sine qua non in their 
love affaird is disappearing from En- 

lish courtship. Sentiment is unfashionable, 
ove-making is accounted somewhat mawkish, 
and, almost as soon as the couple are engaged, 
the wedding is hurried on. Long engage- 
ments, like long honeymoons, are no longer 
the correct thing. If it were done, then it 
were well it were done quickly, is the motto 
of the bride. It follows that time is allowed 
only for the drawing up of marriage settle- 
ments and the buying of finery.

MODERN METHODS OF MOUNTING PLAYS. 


The Search for Authorities—The Creation 

; of a New Industry. 
Although few theater-goers of today fully reo- 
ognize the fact, itis nevertheless true that 
the elatoration, artistic completeness, and 
archeological correctness that are now 
deemed necessary to the proper presentation 
of Shakspearean and standard plays, first re- 
ceived their due recognition in this- country 
from Edwin Booth. When he started Booth’s 
Theater in New York be was animated with as 
lofty aims and aspirations as Mr. Irving ever 
entertained. But unfortunately Mr. Booth’s 
business was not conducted with economy 
and ability, and his artistic endeavors were 
perhaps twenty yearsahead of the education 
of the majority of his audiences, The result 
was that, although he gave the best plays, 
with superb mountings and strong casts, his 
venture was pecuniarily unsuccessful, and 
he was forced after a long and brave struggle 
to abandon it. Then came a period of utter 
carelessness in 8 settings of standard 
plays, and Mr. Booth and other tragedians 
were obliged to be content to act amid such 
scenes a8 gould be dug out of the “stock-stuiff ”’ 
in the theaters where they appeared. Jar- 
rett and Palmer, during their occupancy of 
Booth’s Theater, were the next managers to 
break away from the then prevailing careless- 
ness and slovenliness of presentation. They 
put on “Henry V.“ and 
a style oF has probably never been sur- 
passed. wrence Barrett also appeared at 
this theater in a carefully planned revival of 
„Macbeth, and surroundings in this 
tragedy seem to have been the strong influ- 
ences which guided him toward the elaborate 
production with which he was afterward 
identified. 

The first visit of Henry Irving to this coun- 
try resulted iu a general demand by theater- 
goers fot settings of standard plays which 
should furnish an entirely satisfactory back- 
ground to their text. It will be seen that 
American managers had made many tenta- 
tive efforts in this direction, but the public 
demand for and even appreciation of their 
efforts had not hitherto been encouraging. 
Mr. Barrett now bent himself with more as- 
siduity and enterprise than ever before to the 
elaborate production of new and old plays; 
and with aspirit which cannot be too highly 
commended he determined as far as possible 
to encourage American artists and manufact- 
urers of materiais and costumes for stage 
purposes. Other managers had thought them- 
selves forced to employ English assistants 
and advisers. Jarrett and Palmer brought 
over the late Charles Calvert to direct their 
most important ventures, and nearly all the 
costumes used were imported. 

necessity of procuring the aid of stu- 
dents who had Lae espe! devoted themselves 
to arphœolbgy the history of costumes 
was Joon made evident to Mr. Barrett and the 
impulse he.gave to researches in these direc- 
tions has created a new profession—that of 
the play. producer who furnishes correct draw- 
ing of the scenery, costumes, furniture, and 
all accessories of any historical period that 
may be desired to be illustrated upon the 
stage. Among the men who are now well 
known in this way are Edward Hamilton 
Bell, W. H. Day, Alfred Thompson, and Ben 
Teal. Their charges are high and their serv 
ices are in demand. 

The cost of a careful and correct setting of 
a legitimate play will vary from $10,000 to $20,- 
000, according to the number and elaboration of 
the scenes and costumes needed. So carefully 
is every detail now attended to that no pains or 
expense are spayed to insure absolute correct- 
ness.

WHAT ENGLISHMEN EXPECT OF 
IRVING'S “HENRY VIII.” 

With the Great Actor and Miss Terry in the 
Principal Parts, the Play Is Awaited 
with Eager Interest-The Creations of 
Maurice Maetenlinck—Suallivan's Nero“ 
Proves Hopelessly Undramatic— Work of 
the Chicago Orchestra-—Other Musical 
and Theatrical Matters. 


No less than three English magazines for 
the current month—the Contemporary, Long- 
man’s, and the English Illustrated—contain 
articles anticipatory of the Irving production 
of “ Henry VIII.“ This is only a foretaste of 
the extent of space that will be given to the 
play by the journals, literary and pictorial, 
now that the performance has eventuated. 
All this is significant when one recalls how 
chary were all the dignified period:calaof En- 
gland within a few years in their treat rent of 
theatrical subjects. Today a Shakspearean 
revival at the London Lyceum commands 
more consideration from the staidest of these 
prints than does any event in the worlds of art 
or literature.

Mr. Henry Irving, in whose triumphs the 
whole profession is honored, will be warned 
as usual by his more conservative critics that 
the cause of acting may be injured by the 
sumptuous scenery with whica he has invested 
Henry VIII.”

Curiously enough, the chroniclers of the 
original performance at the Globe in 1613 
(the play was then called “All Is True) 
commented on the managerial tendency to 
display, though a few rickety suits of armor 
must have been the extent of the extravagance 
in the days when Burbage played. A more 
imposing representation perhaps was that of 
1664, which is described by Pepys. That 
worthy citizen, indifferent like his generation 
to Shakspeare, believed Sir William Daven- 
port to be the author. Bellerton, who had his 
choice of parts, took the King in preference 
to Wolsey; later actors like the Keans, the 
Kembles, Mac y, and Phelps, saw the 
greater possibilities of the Cardinal’s charac- 
ter. It was a tradition of the managers to be 
liberal in embellishing the drama, the original 
intention in 1613 having been to flatter the 
populace who were proud of the splendors 
recorded of Henry’s reign. The most noted 
of pictorial tevivals of the play, until the 
present one at the Lyceum came to outshine 
all precedents, was that of Mr. Charles Kean 
in 1855; indeed, that actor-manager was 8 
worthy forerunner of Heary Irving in his 
lavish 1 of the Shakspeare plays. 
The younger Kean’s Wolsey was declared 
equal to that of his father. but this was not 
the highest praise, for Edmund Kean’s Car- 
dinal was great only on the emotional and 
passionate side.

GAMBLING IS AN ANCIENT EVIL. 


His Youth Julius Cesar Was a Most 
Notorious Gambler. 

Seattle Post-Intelligencer:. Gambling is an 
ancient evil and has always been a‘fashiona- 
ble dissipation. The ancient Greeks indulged 
in it and the Romans were great gamblers. 
Among them gaming had attained the dignity 
of ascience and books were written thereon. 
Julius Ceasar in his youth was a most notorious 
gambler, losing sums so enormous that he 
became bankrupt. before he became famous 
for anything else. Ihe Roman Emperor Jus- 
tinian forbade public gaming as early as the 
sixth century. Inthe middle ages the clergy 
were greatly given to gambling, and in the fit- 
teenth century an abbess was tried for having 
systeinatically gambles in herconvent. The 
Asiatics were m the“ earliest times great 
gambling with cards came into 
vogue in Europe during the fourteen century 
by way of Arabia. The Chinese are 10n- 
ate gamblers, as are American [ndians 
the Southern negroes, Mexicans, and all 
the Spanish-American peoples, 

A very small portion of the world’s gam- 
bling isdone with cards; gambling is, like 
lust, one of the primitive vices of both the 
savage and the civilized man, I udiversality 
is easily explained, 1 it has its root in 
avarice and indolence., t is the passion to get 
something for nothing; and is of kin to the de- 
sire to acquire property by theft rather than 
by labor. The pfimitive’ man stood for 
unbridled lust a law avarice. The 
primitive barbarian, when he wanted 
somethmg for nothing, robbed and 
murdered his weaker fellow to get it, but 
-when society organized and rose to the level 
of the rights of property and their legal pro- 
tection by the State, then the man who wanted 
something for nothing was obliged to win it 
by his wits, was driven to steal by craft rather 
than by force, and instead. of knocking a man 
in the head to get his money, men began to 
sit up nights and devise methods by which 
they could successfully get something for 
nothing out of their neighbors. 

Gambling began in an effort to steal by 
strategem what men dared not or could not 
steal by force. The gamblers’ chance when 
honestly given was a tempti lure to per- 
suade every greedy fellow compel fortune 
to his side = superior skill, but, of 
course, naturally the ional 
soon learned to summon fraud to his.assist- 
ance, aud from time immemorial the profes- 
sional gambler or the bank. almost invariably 
bankrupts the infatuated persons who in vam 
seek to pit their ‘skill and luck against the 
natural or fraudulently- contrived advantage 
of the professional gambler whose bank they 
try to burst. 

he oldest literature records this passion 
for gambling. From rudest savage at 
the bottom of society to the Prince of Wales 
at its top, the world is passionately fond of 
gambling in some way. The Indian was a 
gambler before he knew the use of alcohol; 
the Chinaman before he knew the use of 
opium; the ancient Greeks, the Hebrews, the 
Romans, the Egyptians were all inveterate 
gamblers before they were drunkards, be- 
cause, as we argued, thé gambling instinct 
grew out of the primitive passion of avarice 
and the indolent desire to dodge labor and live 
by violence wheh you can, by fraud when you 
cannot by force. Gambling began as early as the 
recoguition of the right of individual property 
and the legal protection of both the strong 
and the weak against the ubiquitous and indis- 
criminate robbery of every man by his neigh- 
bor who had the strength and the opportunity 
to murder him.
